| aor aoreated the usefulness of the 
Bois inalysis of market trends by intro- 
m8 this month four new charts. One 
eyaiutitions has to do with the aggre- 

ue of wholesale trading in drugs and 
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the related commodities of the jobbing drug 
trade. ‘This chart shows a continuation 
through June of the steady increase in this 
line of commerce, which has prevailed for 
more than a year. It is a most informative 
chart, not only because the diversity of the 
trading which it pictures makes it broadly 
indicative of business conditions but because 
it affords a basis for simple comparison of 
the records of individual enterprises. The 
trend line so closely approaches in direc- 
tion those of the other broadly representa- 
tive charts that it will serve as a criterion 
for almost any line of business. 


Another of the new charts depicts the 
weekly fluctuations and the trend since Jan- 
uary, 1922, of car loadings in the classifica- 
tion which embraces the greater portion of 
shipments of chemicals and allied products. 
It is significant that the trend of these trans- 
portation operations is quite similar to that 
of the debits records, which has been the 
fundamental index in all printings of the 
Reporter analysis. Finance and transporta- 
tion are, obviously, accurate barometers of 
business. When they agree so closely as 
the charted records show, they indicate a 
gratifyingly sound condition of trade. 


In the two other additions to the Reporter 
series of charts we present records of activi- 
ties in important industries which derive a 
material portion of their raw products from 
the chemical and allied industries. One chart 
shows the monthly production of newsprint 
paper and a carefully calculated trend of 
that production from January, 1922, to 
March, 1923. The value of this informative 
record of consuming conditions to those 
who market chemicals, fillers, binders, and 
the like in the paper industry is obvious. We 
are sure that sales executives handling such 
raw materials will find it useful. They 
should be encouraged, also, by its showing 
of steady expansion in paper making 
activities. 

Likewise the remaining new chart, which 
presents a similar record of cotton consump- 
tion down to May 31, will be informatively 
-useful to a large number of readers of the 
Reporter. Those who sell textile chemicals, 
finishing materials and dyes should know 
conditions in the field wherein lie their best 
opportunities. They may rely on _ the 
Reporter analytical chart for accuracy, and 
they will find it easy to interpret in terms 
of their own sales. 

As all the new charts included in the latest 
series, which is printed on pages 48C to 51, 
inclusive, represent activities of wide signifi- 
cance in American industry and commerce, 
any one of them will serve as a basis of com- 
parison of the records of an individual firm 
with the trend of general business. The 
comparability of the Reporter charts makes 
such application of them a sfmple matter. 





Trade Secrets Are Guarded 


Among the various purposes apparently

The trial judge acted commendably in ruling 
against the attempt on the grounds that 
through requiring such disclosure of business 
secrets “the administration of justice could be

engendering a desire of business men to escape 
testimony. 

It has been asserted time and again in the 
course of the chemical patents suit that the 
information contained in the patents in ques- 
tion was far from sufficient to enable the 
licensees to carry out the respective processes 
successfully. As United States patents are 
almost wholly of the nature of protection for 
products rather than for processes, it is not sur- 
prising that the details of production are not 
disclosed in the official records. Anyone who 
has had occasion to consult chemical patents 
knows the paucity of the working directions set 
forth therein. It is generally understood that 
the patents, once worked by foreigners in this 
country, described the processes employed in 
the productive operations very indefinitely, if 
at all. 

Nothing would please those who are chiefly 
interested in recovering the patents purchased 
by the Chemical Foundation more than to get 
also full particulars of the working processes 
perfected by the American licensees. And their 
greed in this regard does not lack approval 
from certain individuals and interests in this 
country. Consistency is unknown among folk 
of this sort, or there might be some recalling 
of the hullabaloo raised some few months ago 
when certain German chemists were alleged to 
be carrying their employers’ trade secrets to 
this country. xr 

Sirely it is enough substantiation of an 
assertion of the inadequacy of patent informa- 
tion to tell wherein it was found lacking. 
There is no reason, incident to the ends of 
justice, for seeking disclosure of the means 
employed to remedy the defects. Trade secrets 
have always been guarded in legal proceedings 
as well as in the comities of commerce. There 
is common sense and simple justice in the 
stand taken by Judge Morris in the patents 
case in refusing “to ask a man on this very 
remote collateral issue to disclose secrets which 
he tells me would be possibly highly detrimen- 
tal to the business of his employers.” Ethics, 
not “kultur,” prevails in the United States. 





The Flaxseed Outlook 

Crop reports from government sources indi- 
cate a quite satisfactory condition in flaxseed. 
Early seedings are at the blooming stage and 
late seedings have been benefited by recent 
rains. The July forecast of this year’s domes- 
tic production of flaxseed is 18,000,000 bushels, 
the largest crop in ten years, although some- 
what short of the 1909-1913 average of 19,- 
513,800 bushels. Revised government figures 
place the 1922 crop at 11,700,000 bushels, while 
the International Institute of Agriculture 
credits the United States with 12,238,000 
bushels last year. 

The present flaxseed acreage in this country 
is reported to be 2,285,000, an increase of 82.7 
per cent. over the government’s calculation for 
1922. Here again the figures of the interna- 
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a big increase. The average during the 1909- 
1913 period was but 13.4 long tons. It rose 
to about 20,000 long tons in the past four years. 
Estimates on the 1923 crop of flaxseed 
promise about 50 per cent. more domestic seed 
than was available last year. Doubtless this 
will be reflected in import trade more in re- 
ceipts of linseed oil than in those of flaxseed— 
a desirable condition from the standpoint of 
American industry. Domestic production, 
however, will have to be, at least, double the 
volume estimated for this year before the 
United States shall have become self-sustaining 
in flaxseed.

Alcohol Advisory Body 


Confers on Regulations 


Trade Committee Co-operating 
With U.S. Officials Has 


Two-Day Session 


WASHINGTON, July 11, 1923. 


The Alcohol Trade Advisory Committee 
today closed a two-day session, during 
which the provisions of internal revenue 
regulations No. 60, revised, dealing with 
industrial alcohol, were considered. Prac- 
tically no publicity has been given to the 
activities of the committee, which includes 
members representing the alcohol manu- 
facturing industry and industries using 
alcohol for manufacturing and industrial 
purposes, in drug, medicinal, chemical, 
perfumery, flavoring extract and other 
legitimate lines, 


The committee met yesterday at the 
Washington Hotel, with Chairman W. A. 
Sailer presiding, and H. E. Howe acting 
as secretary. There were morning, after- 
noon and evening sessions, at which the 
tentative regulations are understood to 
have been discussed and considered thor- 
oughly. Ideas were exchanged as to how 
the regulations might be changed to meet 
better the needs of the trades and indus- 
tries concerned, 


Today the committee appeared before 
Internal Revenue Commissioner Blair, 
with whom it conferred at some length. 
Suggestions and recommendations are re- 
ported to have been submitted and taken 
under advisement. Later the committee 
met with the commissioner and with offi- 
cials of the Prohibition Unit, and the 
situation was gone over further. 


The committee adjourned this afternoon 
to meet the convenience of certain of its 
members. It is expected that there will 
be another session in the near future. 
In the meartime, trade representatives 
and prohibition and internal revenue offi- 
cials are to confer about suggested 
changes in the regulations draft, accord- 
ing to report. 


Commissioner Blair is understood to 
have expressed himself as pleased with 
the progress made by the committee, and 
to be disposed to give it all the time neces- 
sary to complete properly its big task. 

Besides members of the committee, 
there have been attending or in touch 
with the sessions Washington, represent- 
atives of drug and related trades, and A. 
Homer Smith, of Sharp & Dohme, for- 
merly secretary of the American Drug 
Manufacturers’ Association. 


There was a conference at the Prohibi- 
tion Unit yesterday concerning regula- 
tions governing the importation of wine 
for medicinal and sacramental purposes. 
In the absence of Judge Britt, law officer 
of the unit, Mr. Lloyd of the interpretative 
section of the law division of the unit 
presided, assisted by Capt. Orcutt of the 
Import and Export Committee of the unit. 
W. L. Crounse represented the N. W. 
D. A. and Gilbert Montague, a New York 
lawyer, appeared for sacramental wine in- 
terests. There were also present a num- 
ber of wine importers, including M. G. 
Shaw, Joseph G. Ringwalt and A. Wile. 

Representatives of the importing inter- 
ests protested against the present policy 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau in reject- 
ing applications to import wine and drew 
attention to the fact that more than a 
year ago the solicitor of the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau rendered a formal opinion 
holding that the Willis-Campbell act did 
not forbid the importation of foreign 
wines unless stocks in the United States 
of such foreign wines were sufficient to 
supply the non-beverage needs, including 
medicinal and sacramental requirements. 
It was also contended that no regulation, 
decision or opinion has ever been promul- 
gated since the rendering of the opinion of 
the internal revenue solicitor changing 
the practice, and, therefore, it was as- 
serted that the practice of the bureau in 
rejecting applications on the ground that 
similar domestic wines were available in 
this country was without warrant in law 
or regulation, It was especially urged 
that if the bureau contemplated obtain- 
ing a reversal of the solicitor’s opinion it 
should take an appeal to a higher author- 
ity and should give the importing inter- 
ests opportunity to be heard. 

Mr. Lloyd, on behalf of the Prohibition 
Unit, stated in effect that the new policy, 
by reason of which current applications 
for permits to import were being re- 
jected, was based upon more or less in- 
formal instructions from Judge Britt to 
the Import and Export Committee, in 
which it was held that the Willis-Camp- 
bell act placed a practical embargo upon 
importations of intoxicating liquors of all

Narcotic Imports Are Not Embargoed 
Pending Sale of Government Surplus 


Control Board Denies Report of Ban, but Not That 
Trade Utilization of Army and Navy 
Stocks Is Favored 


WASHINGTON, July 12, 1923. 

Local newspapers have published stories 
to the effect that the Federal Narcotics 
Control Board would continue the em- 
bargo on narcotic imports until arrange- 
ments could be made to supply the do- 
mestic trade with narcotic drugs from 
the surplus siovcks of the army and navy. 
The origin of these stories is difficult to 
locate, but they have aroused some 
anxiety in trade circles. Knowledge of 
any such plan as reported is generally 
denied. 

The advisory committee of the Narcotics 
Control Board held a meeting recently at 
which plans for dealing with the subject 
of narcotic imports during the fiscal year 
which began July 1 were taken up. It is 
reported that certain proposed importa- 
tions have not been permitted. 


Board Denies Embargo 


Officia's of the Narcotics Control Board 
have thought recent reports of sufficient 
importance to warrant an Official state- 
ment on the ‘subject, which was_ forth- 
coming today. In it, denial is made that 
there is an embargo on imports. The law 
forbids imports of any narcotics except 
crude opium and crude coca leaves, and 
they can be imported only under license 
or permit issued by the board. 

It is not denied in the statement that 
suggestions have beem made that domestic 
drug interests might obtain narcotics 
from government surplus stocks. In fact, 
when the Narcotics Control Board ad- 
visory committee held its meeting early 
in the spring to make allotments to do- 
mestic manufacturers and allocate im- 
ports to be permitted during the remainder 
of the fiscal year ending Juns 30, last, it 
was reported circumstantially that certain 
narcotic officials favored trade utilization 
of government stocks. 

In trade circles such a plan does not 
appear to be generally favored. Manu- 
facturers have opposed the sale of zov- 
ernment narcotics on the ground that 
they are deteriorated and not of stand- 
ard strength and quality. Some time 
ago there were some such sales, and it 
was said also that certain government 
narcotic products got into the possession 
of alleged illegal drug dealers in some 
way. Orders were issued, however, that* 
sale of surplus narcotic drugs should be 
stopped, and it is believed that they have 
been stopped. Confirmation could not be 
obtained from War Department officials 
of any change in this policy. 

Secretary Frailey of the American Drug 
Manufacturers’ Association knew nothing 
about the reported plan to supply domes- 
tic trade from government surplus stocks, 
and other trade representatives likewise 
indicated lack of information on the sub- 
ject. 

Suggestions have been heard elsewhere 
that perhaps certain brokers having 
stocks of government surplus or other 
narcotics would be willing to have a 
strict embargo applied and to encourage 
the supplying of the domestic trade from 
government stocks, but nothing definite 
appears on which to base these sugges- 
tions. 

Army and navy narcotic drugs in sur- 
plus have to some extent been supplied 
to the Public Health Service or Veterans 
Bureau, it is understood, and the turning 
over of certain government stocks to the 
American Red Cross is also reported. 


Army Surplus Not Large 


Col. Whitcomb of the army medical de- 
partment was reported today as stating 
that the department does not contemplate 
placing surplus uarcotic material on the 
market. If the department did do this. 
it was said, the quantity available would 
not be sufficient to cause a flutter in the 
market. 

The Narcotics Control Board is as- 
sembling information preparatory to 
holding a conference or hearing with 
American drug manufacturers during the 
summer. on which occasion it will be de- 
termined, according to present plans, 
what quantities of crude narcotics may 
be imported during the new fiscal year, 
based on scientific and medicinal re- 
quirements. This meeting may occur in 
August. 

Meanwhile importations during the first 
ninety days of the current fiscal year are 
being permitted, it is understood, based on 
pro rata importations by the several 
manufacturers during the first quarter of 
the last fiscal year. It does not appear 
settled, however, that allocations on that 
basis satisfy the demand. 


The Board’s Statement 


The following official, signed statement 
was given out today by Assistant Secre- 
tary Livingston for the Narcotics Con- 
trol Board, in reply to inquiries from the 
Reporter correspondent and representa- 
tives of the trade :— 


Whereas, statements not made by the Fed- 
eral Narcotics Control Board have appeared in 
the Washington press of July 10 and 11, 1923, 
concerning the disposition of army and navy 
supplies of narcotics and the continuance of 
an embargo on importations of narcotic drugs 
until a policy for disposing of these supplies 
is decided the following statement is made as 
the only official statement of the board issued 
for publication since the meeting of its ad- 
visory committee held July 7, 1923:— 

No embargo on imports of narcotic drugs is 
in effect; neither has the Federal Narcotics 
Control Board considered the putting into ef- 
fect of such an embargo. The board lifted the 
so-called ‘‘embargo’’ on imports of narcotics 
March 27, 1923, and at that time fixed all 
allotments for importations: of crude opium 
and cocoa leaves (which under the law are 
the only narcotit drugs that can be imported) 
considered necessary by the board for legiti- 
mate manufacturing purposes for the year 


ended June 30, 1923. The board proposes to 
make allotments of like nature for the next 
year as soon as statistics for the past year 
can be assembied. No daily reports are being 
received from military posts as to. the sup- 
plies of narcotic drugs on hand. Certain ar- 
rangements were also made March 27, 1923, 
for taking care of the needs of manufacturers 
from July 1, 1923, until such time as the new 
allotments can be determined. 


Narcotic Control Idea 
Is Growing in Favor 


Hague Signatories and Nations 
of East Realize Need for 


Drastic Measures 


WASHINGTON, July 12, 1923. 

American policies for further control of 
the narcotic traffic made real progress at 
the recent meeting of the League of Na- 
tions Opium Committee in Geneva, ac- 
cording to information from authentic 
sources here, Delegates attending that 
meeting are understood to have agreed 
to the Americana proposition that medicinal 
and scientific are the only legitimate uses 
of narcotics. It is admitted that opium 
eating is not mentioned in The Hague 
convention ,and the Indian Government 
contends that this practice is permissible 
and its representatives have declared that 
that government will not interfere with 
the practice. However, India, it is under- 
stood, will agree to control opium for ex- 
port, and the importation of opium. 


There is declared to have been no dis- 
sent at the Geneva meeting from the 
American proposition that opium and nar- 
cotics must be controlled from the plant- 
ing of the poppy or the coca tree to the 
distribution of the manufactured products 
to the patient. However, there was some 
discussion of administrative Measures, and 
the reservations made by certain nations 
represented at the conference, it is stated, 
related to questions of administration pri- 
marily, principally as regards smoking 
opium in the Far East. 


Swiss Control Lacking 


Switzerland, one of the few powers not 
ratifying The Hague convention, is un- 
derstood to be having trouble about the 
powers of her federal government under 
her constitution. ‘This condition, rather 
than alleged profiting from the narcotic 
drug traffic, is said to be responsible for 
her failure to ratify. 

Instead of synthetic German cocaine 
coming to the United States, via Switzer- 
land, through illegitimate channels, as re- 
ported recently, the reverse is said by 
narcotic authorities to be true. According 
to the latter, the Swiss product is going 
to the free and open ports of Germany 
such .as Hamburg, Bremen and the like, 
whence it is exported without regulation. 
This is the general rule at German free 
ports aplying to all commodities. 

However, information has reached 
American government representatives that 
the German authorities have decided to 
withdraw the privileges of their free ports 
from narcotic products. This action would 
subject them to regulation, it is said, and 
the result should be full and accurate data 
on narcotic exports from Germany to the 
United States, although a certain amount 
of smuggling will doubtless continue. 

The seizure Tuesday of 15,000 ounces of 
cocaine at Rouses Point, N. Y., on the 
Canadian border, has aroused officials to 
further determination to watch the New 
York boundary, as narcotic smuggling 
seems to have shifted to that section from 
the neighborhood of Detroit. Federal and 
municipal investigations of the traffic are 
in progress in Buffalo. 

Turkey will ratify The Hague conven- 
tion, it is learned, and similar action is 
hoped for from Persia, especially as her 
customs and fiscal administrations are 
being straightened out through the efforts 
of Dr. Arthur Millspaugh, administrator 
general of Persian Finances and former 
petroleum specialist of the State Depart- 
ment of the United States. 


Smoking Opium a Big Problem 


The smoking opium problem was a 
troublesome one before the Geneva meet- 
ing. Nations having Oriental territories 
recognized it as an evil, but were in a 
quandary how to deal with it. The rev- 
enue question is said not to be so im- 
portant to them as popular opinion 
credits. Britain, Holland, Siam, Japan, 
Portugal are reported agreeable to mak- 
ing an effort to deal co-operatively with 
the smoking opium evil. A conference of 
Oriental powers and countries having Ori- 
ental possessions is to be held in an effort 
to attain that end. Control of smoking 
opium may also be taken up at the pro- 
posed international conference of powers 
under whose jurisdiction crude narcotic 
materials and manufactured narcotic 
products are produced, according to in- 
furmation received here. In case there is 
such a conference and the United States 
is represented at it the mark it will shoot 
at, it is understood, is curtailment of both 
crude and finished products to amounts 
sufficient only to satisfy the medicinal and 
scientific requirement sof the world. 

Meanwhile further activity under the 
Porter resolution with a view of inducing 
Britain, Turkey and Persia to curtail 
production of crude opium and the culti- 
vation of the poppy, and Holland, Peru 
and Bolivia to curtail production of crude 
coca leaves and the cultivation of the 
coca tree, to amounts sufficient only for 
scientific and medicinal purposes, will be 
suspended until after the League of Na- 
tions meeting at Geneva in September, 
when the question of calling an interna- 
tional conference will be taken up.

Mr. Metz’s Testimony

Charges Salvarsan Killed 


In: the most dramatic moment reached 
during the progress of the suit Mr. Kresel 
counsel for the defense, Friday stated 
that the Government of the United States 
was standing behind Mr. Metz. and was 
shielding him, preventing disclosure that 
it was his salvaran that had killed Amer- 
ican soldiers during the war.

pigment prices might be revived at 
once, but such an announcement was 
not forthcoming. 

There is little disposition to change 
prices on paint materials, but some 
makers of mixed paints have taken 
cognizance of the fact there has been 
a reduction in the price of linseed oil 
and turpentine and have reduced their 
prices. These cuts amounted to 25c. 
a gallon on many lines, but they were 
confined to firms which had advanced 
their prices some time ago at a time 


when others declined to do so, and 
there were no reports of cuts that 
made new -low levels in the market, 


the changes being more in the nature 
of an evening up of prices with those 
of competitors. However, the fact re- 
mains that the changes were declines, 
and this will strengthen the belief of 
the consuming end of the trade that 
there is no reason for expecting price 
advances during the rest of the year. 
The belief that declines are more prob- 
able than advances is preventing the 
accumulation of stocks outside of first 
hands, and the disposition is to hold 
them down to their lowest possible 
level. There is nothing new in this; 
for the change in the character of 
the buying has been a gradual one, 
and sellers no longer expect the same 
sort of buying that they had early in 
the year. 

Thus far business during July has 
been better than it was during June 
in most lines of the industry, and this 
has given rise to the belief that stocks 
are now reaching a point where they 
will have to be replenished. The mid- 
dle man only buys what he can sell, 
and if he buys too much he has to keep 
out of the market for a time; while 
on the other hand, no matter how con- 
servative he may desire to be, he must 
buy when the demands of his cus- 
tomers force him into the market 
There can be no long continued period 
of dullness in the paint industry as 
long as consumption of paitns con- 
tinues as heavy as it is at present. 


Lead and Zinc 


PIG LEAD.—Early in the week 
there was another decline of 4c. a 
pound in the price of pig lead, which 
brought it down to 6c. in the New 
York market, with the East St. Louis 
price nominally 5.75c. a pound. This 
marked a decline of 24c. a pound from 
the recent high. London showed a 
little more strength late in the week 
than it has been exhibiting lately, but 
there Was no great rush of buyers in 
this market to take advantage of the 
6e. price. The market has been de- 
clining so rapidly recently that con- 
sumers have been afraid to buy for 
fear they would miss it by not waiting 
a little longer, but if the market holds 
steady and unchanged at its present 
level for a reasonable length of time 
there will undoubtedly be a decided 
improvement in the demand, for there 
is a great deal of difference between 
lead at 6c. and lead at 8c. 

ZINC.—This market had got 





down 


to a level that invited buying, and a 
reaction after the long continued de- 


cline was in order. There was a better 
market last week than had been seen 
for some time past, and some classes 
of consumers showed a disposition to 
begin to consider their future require- 
ments. The improvement in the tone 
of the market resulted in an advance 
that amounted to about 40 points for 
the week and carried the market up to 
6.55¢e. to 6.60c., New York, and 6.20c. to 
6.25c. a pound, East St. Louis. 


Pigments 


There was no further reduction in 
lead pigment prices last week, although 


the buying end of the market held 
back to see if there was going to be, 


after pig lead broke to 6c. early in the 
week, The fluctuations in the price of 
the basic raw material have interfered 
With the market for lead pigments ma- 
terially recently, as corroders have not 
been able to follow the declines in lead 


with declines in pigment prices as 
rapidly as they followed advances. It 


is always a much more simple matter 
to mark prices up than to mark them 
down, and corroders have given con- 
sideration to the position of the dealer 
who has stocks on hand, The buying 
public, however, looks for lower prices,

Government Flaxseed Report Bearish—Indicated 


Crop 18,000,000 


Bushels— Linseed 


Oil Reduced Further 


The leading development in the 
market for flaxseed last week was the 
publication of the first official report 
on the domestic crop. This appeared 
en Monday. It was considered bearish 

inting to 4 3 ield of 18,000,000 bushels. 
the final Government figures last 
year were 12,238,000 bushels. The acre- 
age this year, according to the Govern- 
ment, is 82.7 percent. larger than last 
season, the area this year being 2,285,- 
000 acres against 1,341,000 acres. The 
estimated yield per acre this year is 
79 bushels per acre as compared with 
§ bushels at this time last year and a 
final yield last year of 9.4 bushels. 
the condition of the crop on July 1 
this year was 85 per cent. as compared 
with 87.6 percent. last year and a ten 
year average for July of 84.8 per cent. 
Some privaie estimates of the yield 
continued to be heard of more than 
90,000,000 bushels. 

There was some irregularity in flax- 
seed prices in domestic markets last 
week. The distant months, however, 
were under pressure owing to the 
pearish character of the crop news, 
Country operators continued to sell. 
There was also selling On weakness in 
grain, Crushers bought cash seed to 
some extent, but the principal buying 
appeared to be to cover shorts. The 
Buenos Aires market also showed ir- 
regularity, prices declining for a time 
and then rallying. The weather in 
Argentina was fine throughout the 
week, but port stocks there decreased 
00,000 bushels. Shipments from Ar- 
gentina for all destinations were smal- 
ler, amounting to 752,000 bushels. Ex- 
ports of seed from India to the United 
Kingdom and the Continent during the 
week ended July 7 were 428,000 bushels, 
making a total since April 1, of 6,764,- 
000 bushels 
Linseed oil was weak and lower. De- 
mand was slow and competition among 
sellers was keener. Flaxseed cake and 
meal were quiet. 


Flaxseed 


DULUTH, Minn., July 10, 1923. 
Flaxseed interest is transferred to 
September, and there is not a great 
deal of that, but there is evidently a 
ltt of curiosity to see how that op- 
tion will go before it closes.

Nothing is doing in spot seed, and 
nothing appears to be in prospect. 
Crushers evidently don’t want it—and 
the same may be said for the Septem- 
ber option. Crushers are merely look- 
ig on, apparently waiting for some- 
thing to settle down. 

With the market in this condition, 
and the crushers satisfied to leave

MINNEAPOLIS, July 11, 1923. 


A tight position displayed by the cash flax- 
seed future is largely responsible for advancing 
prices for flaxseed as compared with other 
grains. Crushers have some July bought here 
and at Duluth and are unable to get any de- 
liveries on their contracts. So far none has 
been delivered here and only 7,000 bushels at 
Duluth. Crushers want the seed and want it 
badly to fill their open contracts for oil, and 
are not in the market speculatively right now. 
Occasionally there is an upward spurt in the 
July, when a short attempt to cover, but the 
crop prospect tends to weaken the deferred 
months some. The government estimate of 18,- 
000,000 bushels was regarded as bearish by 
most in the trade. The condition is not as 
high as it was last year, but the acreage is 
bigger. 

Offerings of domestic seed on spot were fair 
during the week but proved in rather eager 
demand and held firm compared with the fu- 
tures. Local and outside crushers took care 
of the receipts at premiums that did not per- 
mit of shorts buying in to fill their July con- 
tracts. Mostly bulkhead lots received. A few 
full cars arrived, but they were bought chiefly 
by outside crushers, who wanted the loads to 
go out to their mills intact. 

Offerings of new seed to arrive continue to 
show better volume than expected by the trade. 
A few scattering lots are being picked up for 
August shipments, but most of the sellers 
promise delivery in September, with a _ set 
discount for later delivery. There’s a spread 
of 7c. between the September 25 shipment and 
the October 25 shipment limits. Naturally the 
shippers want to get the best price and expect 
to be able to get in a fair amount of new 
seed by that time. The crop is looking well, 
and a lot of the early sown seed is in bloom. 
With favorable weather conditions chances are 
good that a fairly large portion of the crop 
will be harvested in time to ship to terminals 
by_ September 25. Southern Minnesota reports 
indicate some seed will be ready to harvest in 
August in time to put on wheels by the 25th 
of the month. 

Conditions vary from fair to good as far as 
the general crop is concerned. Minnesota and 
South Dakota prospects are the best. North 
Dakota shows the poorest prospect, with fields 
more or less weedy, and some late sown seed 
just beginning to make growth. The drought 
held back the germination for quite a while. 
This late sprouted seed will probably come 
to grief, and those who expect the govern- 
ment estimate of 18,000,000 bushels may be 
disappointed. 

Attempts to purchase Canadian seed of late 
have met with poor success. The crop over 
the boundary is in good shape on a moderate 
acreage. The few small lots of old crop fiax- 
seed that appear available are held above a 
reasonable price as compared with the views of 
local buyers. 

There is still some Argentine seed coming 
here and will continue to come to at least one 
mill during the balance of this month and 
part of August. Other mills have ceased to 
import or, if they have some lots still due 
to come here, are not making fresh commit- 
ments at present prices, as the oil business 
does not justify such purchases. 

Local stocks of seed total 15,788 bushels, as 
compared with 21,561 bushels on hand a year 
ago. Apparently all of the seed is owned by 
crushers, and nothing has been tendered on 
July contracts to date.

in lower prices for cottonseed oil. 

A further decline occurred in crude 
oil, quotations on prompt dropping to 
8.75c. in the Southeast and to 8.25c. in 
the Southwest. Offerings of new crop 
oil showed sore increase, 7¥%c. per 
pound being quoted for last half of 
September shipment from Texas and 
6%c. for October-December shipment. 
Lard compound was quiet and weaker, 
offerings being noted at 1c. below the 
quotation ruling in the previous week. 
The monthly report from the Census 
Bureau giving the consumption of oil 
during June is expected this week and 
some in the trade are of the belief that 
it wiil make a bearish showing. De- 
mand for spot oil continued slow and 
export business was apparently at a 
standstill. There were no clearances 
of oil during the week for Europe from 
this port. 

The movement of live hogs in the 
West continued liberal and hog prices 
in the Chicago market after advancing 
early in the week became easier later 
on. The hog situation is regarded by 
many as bearish, supplies of hogs on 
the farms apparently being liberal and 
the indications pointing to a large har- 
vest of corn. The weight of the bogs 
received in Chicago during the week 
ended July 7 was 249 pounds, against 
245 pounds in the previous week, 240 
pounds in the same week last year and 
238 pounds two years ago. A further 
decline occurred in corn oil. Oriental 
peanut oil and soya bean oil were 
weaker. 

The weekly government weather and 
crop report was regarded as rather 
more favorable than recent preceding 
reports, though it was in some respects 
bullish. It stated that temperatures 
averaged near normal in the cotton belt 
though they were moderately below 
normal in the greater part of the area. 
Rainfall was heavy along the imme- 
diate Gulf Coast from Eastern Texas 
to Northwestern Florida, but elsewhere 
the amounts received were generally 
light to moderate with ample sunshine 
in most sections, Scattered showers 
occurred in Texas and cotton made fair 
to very good advance except the late 
planted in the dryer sections of the 
state, 

Frequent rainfall was unfavorable in 
the coast districts of Texas where con- 
siderable damage was reported from 
weevil and leaf worms, Plants were 
fruiting fairly well in that state, how- 
ever, and picking was making progress 
in most coast sections. The week was 
generally dry with much sunshine in 
Oklahoma, where the crop made fair 
g0od to excellent development. I 
condition was fair, but the plants in 
many sections were late. Fairly good 
growth was noted in Alabama and 
Mississippi, though weevil was doing 
heavy damage locally in the southern 
portion of the former state.

velopments of the week were adverse 
to bearish interests and at times prices 
showed a tendency to rally. Upturns 
occurred jn cotton and lard. Although 
crop accounts from some sections of 
the cotton belt were more encouraging, 
there were many distinctly bullish 
despatches and letters received. The 
critical stage of the season for the 
plant is at hand. Extremely high tem- 
peratures were reported in the Sonth- 
west, many stations in Texas and ‘Ok- 
lahoma reporting 100 to 109 degrees. 
Advices from east of the Mississippi 
reported an increase in weevil damage 
as well as injury from other pests. Re- 
ports from Georgia stated that the sit- 
uation was becoming serious owing to 
excessive shedding. 


A fair inquiry was reported in some 
quarters for lard compound at the 
lower prices prevailing. Oleo stearin 
was more active and sales were re- 
ported at higher prices. Clearances of 
lard from this port for Europe showed 
an increase, though the movement was 
considerably smaller than _ recently. 
Refiners gave support at times without 
purchasing, however, to any large ex- 
tent. There was also more or less 
buying for both long and short account 
by local traders. Some in the trade 
were disposed to take a more cheerful 
view of the general financial and busi- 
ness situation. There were no deliv- 
eries on July contracts. Thus far this 
month the July’ deliveries have 
amounted to only 5,200 barrels, which 
is less than some had expected. 

On Friday a decline occurred early in 
the day, after which there was a rally. 
Closing quotations, however, showed a 
net decline for the wee kof 25 to 35 
points on the near months and of 3 to 5 
points on the distant as compared with 
the final quotations of the previous 
Saturday. The course of prices in the 
near future, in the opinion of some, will 
depend largely on the developments in 
lard, cotton and crude cottonseed oil.

Western markets continued liberal 
with the weight of the hogs still heavy. 
Some expect a further increase in lard 
supplies in the Chicago market for the 
first half of July. 

Changes in tallow prices were slight, 
the tone of the market being about 
steady with demand generally quiet. 
At an auction of tallow in London the 
market remained steady despite the 
fact that offerings were largely in ex- 
cess of demand. There was a. better 
inquiry for oleo stearin and the mar- 
ket was firmer, with sales noted at 
higher prices. Animal oils were gen- 
erally easy, owing to the weakness re- 
cently in crude material and quietness 
of trade.. Exports of oleo oil were 
smaller. 

Stearic acid and red oil were reduced 
further by producers, owing to lessened 
cost of raw material and a falling off 
in the demand for product. Supplies 
of refined menhaden oil have increased, 
and with competition keener the mar- 
ket was weaker. Newfoundland cod 
oil was also easier on freer offerings 
and a lack of demand of consequence.

Some Reductions in Crude and Tankwagon Prices 
—East Independent of Midcontinent Oil 
—Less Wildcat Drilling 





while the new field in Central Texas 
caused an increase of 20,000 barrels a 
day in the output for that section, It 
has not yet been possible to shut-in 
enough oil in California to prevent a 
constant increase in the output of that 
State. If no production were shut in, 
this country would be producing at 
least 1,000,000 barrels a day more than 
it was a year ago. Of course, no one 
could foresee such a tremendous in- 
crease, and the “experts” had done so 
much talking about domestic produc- 
tion going to decrease sharply that the 
industry could not be expected to be 
prepared for what has happened, and 
the readjustment to meet existing con- 
ditions must be a gradual affair. The 
problent the industry is trying to solve 
is how to meet over-production without 
any branch of the industry being 
obliged to meet actual losses. The 
American farmer has had his expe- 
rience with a similar problem, and will 
agree with the oil men that it is a hard 
one to solve. 

While the industry is not particularly 
optimistic at the present time, there was 
undoubtedly a better feeling last week 
than there was the week before. The 
wordy warfare between different fac- 
tions was dying down; the effect of @ 
check in development work was begin- 
ning to be felt, and automobile owners 
were buying so much gasoline that it 
began to look as if the worst might 
be over, even if the road to the future 
is not exactly a smooth one, and if 
it may be necessary to do considerably 
more price cutting along some lines. 


Crude Oil 


The week began with a reduction in 
prices of Eastern oils. In Pennsyl- 
vania there was a cut of 25 cents a 
barrel, which made Bradford oil $3 a 
barrel, and other Pennsylvania oil $2.75 
a barrel. Somerset medium was cut 
15c. to $1.40; Somerset light, 20c. to 
$1.55; Ragland, 15c. to 75c.; Cabell, 21c, 
to $1.50, and Corning, 10c. to $1.60. 

As soon as these reductions were an- 
nounced the industry looked for a cut 
in Midcontinent, but the announcement 
did not come. In many fields the great- 
est problem producers have to solve 
just now is how to find storage for their 
oil. The rapid increase in the produc- 
tion in Central Texas has created a 
great scarcity of tankage in that sec- 
tion, and in California the fight to take 
care of the oil is a hard one that must 
go on constantly. Oklahoma, Arkansas 
and Wyoming are in much the same 
position as is Central Texas. 

There not only is an over-supply of 
crude oil, but there is no scarcity of 
any grade of oil. There is plenty of 
both light and heavy, although there 
continues to be a growing disposition 
to price all oils according to gravity. In 
the Gulf Coast fields, grades A and D 
are being quoted. The definition of 
these grades is as follows:— 

Grade ‘‘A’’—Viscosity—Not less than 100 sec- 
onds at 100 deg. Fahrenheit-Saybold. 
Sulphur—Not over 4 per cent. 

Baume Gravity—Not over 25 to 60 deg. Fah- 
eo distillates having viscosity of 
1,000 seconds at 100 deg. Fahrenheit shall not 
be over 5 deg. F. A. S. T. M. method. 

“R’’ grade embraces all coastal crude oil 
whicn does not meet the tests for ‘‘A’’ grade, 


Crude prices have not yet been ad- 
justed so that they can be considered 
to be “in line,” and there continue to 
be protests from the refiners who 
think that they are getting the worst 
of the argument. A protest by the 
Western Pennsylvania refiners had 
something to do with the reductions 
made in the prices of Eastern crudes 
last week, but the protests of the re-

Refined Products 


There were reductions in tank 
wagon prices of gasoline in Ohio and 
in a number of Southern States, but 
none in the East or in Midcontinent 
territory where they were most ex- 
pected. The Midcontinent refinery 
market is as much demoralized as 
ever. Some refiners are nominally 
quoting prices which they know they 
cannot get, and others who need the 
money are willing to sell under 10 
cents a gallon. There has been a 
great increase in gasoline production 
on the Atlantic coast as a result of the 
using of more good grade California 
oil and less Mexican and the market 
has not yet showed a willingness to 
meet the changed conditions caused by 
the heavy movement of cheap Califor- 
nia oil to Atlantic and Gulf ports. 
Some day these conditions must be 
met, however. There is such a rush 
to build new refineries in California, 
however, that the time will come, it 
would seem, when the heavy move- 
ment from the Pacific to the Atlantic 
coast will be of refined products, in- 
stead of crude oil, and that will cause 
another change in the situation. Al- 
ready the movement of California gas-

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oline and lubricating oils to the East 
is beginning to be felt to a limited 
extent. 


Consumption of gasoline is all that 
it could be expected to be and domes- 
tic consumption is breaking records 
right along. This has not caused any 
active demand in the refinery markets, 
and it is evident that at the beginning 
of the season of heavy consumption 
the stocks of gasoline outside of re- 
finers’ hands were very large. 


There was a reduction of 14c. a 
gallon in the export prices of the dif- 
ferent grades of naphtha announced 
early in the week, which followed a 
reduction in the export prices of gas- 
oline that had been already announced. 
The industry is beginning to realize 
that the only solution of the present 
Situation lies in increasing the export 
business. This country has the oil— 
more than it knows what to do with— 
it has most up-to-date refineries, and 
is getting a much greater gasoline 
yield out of each barrel of oil than 
formerly. No other country has the ad- 
vantages this country has as a pro- 
ducer of the refined products of pe- 
troleum, and it would seem that it 


ought to be able to dominate the mar- 
kets of the world by underselling all 
competitors. 


In the East the market for lubri- 
cants has been soft recently, and the 
price tendency has been downward; 
but a better market for “lubs” than 
for almost anything else is reported 
in the Midcontinent section. Within 
the next few years California promises 
4 be the great producer of lubricating 
oils, 


Fuel and gas oil continue to move 
rather slowly, and there has not as yet 
been the cut in the price of bunker 
oil that has been so long looked for. 

While gasoline stocks will be some- 
what reduced during the summer, 
stocks of kerosene, lubricants and fuel 
oil will be increased, but production of 
gasoline is so heavy that it presents 
more serious problems for the industry 
to solve than does any other class of 
refined products.

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parity with refinery prices. A reduc- 
tion of 1 cent a gallon, however, was 


made last week in Ohio, Kentucky, 
Georgia and Alabama. The greatest 
disparity between refinery and tank 


wagon prices is in Midcontinent ter- 
ritory. Ultimate consumers are buying 
considerably more than 100 per cent. 
more than refiners are receiving. The 
leading distributor in this section has 
made no reduction in tank wagon 
prices since the price of oil began to 
decline, and other dealers hold to the 
same price level. It would seem that 
there would have to be some evening 
up of gasoline prices, but consumption 
is heavier just now than ever before, 
and distributors hold to the idea that 
they will sell almost as much at one 
price as another during the season 
when automobile owners get the most 
use out of their cars. 


The cut in export prices announced 
the week before was followed last 
week with a 1c. reduction in the price 
of naphthas for export. The new prices 
are:—59 to 61 naphtha, 14%c. a gallon; 
63 to 66 naphtha, 16%c.; 66 to 68 
naphtha, 18c. There has been more in- 
terest shown since export prices were 
reduced, and a better business done. 
Some export buyers, however, seem to 
be inclined to expect a further reduc- 
tion.

Kerosene 


The effort to hold down the produc- 
tion of kerosene is just as active as is 
the effort on the part of refiners to 
increase their production of gasoline. 
That the effort is meeting with success 
there is no doubt. During April, for 
instance, the refineries of this country 
consumed 2.91 per cent. more crude 
than they had run to the stills during 
the previous month, while the produc- 
tion of kerosene was 1.41 per cent. less 
than that of March as shown by the 
average daily output. An analysis of 
the reports from the refin ries, how- 
ever, shows that all the kerosene made 
that month was disposed of, while it 
was possible to market only 87% per 
cent. of the gasoline output. Perhaps 
kerosene is being too much neglected. 
Improvement in the quality sold to 
domestic consumers by tank wagon 
merchants and a campaign to increase 
consumption might pay better than to 
continue the policy of endeavoring to 
see how little can be produced. 

Tankwagon prices of kerosene have 
not been reduced as much as have 
those of gasoline since the decline in 
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values began, and prices of refineries 
have held more steady than have re- 
finery prices of gasoline. 


Production of kerosene in May was 
4,504,211 barrels, compared with 4,- 
332,104 barrels in April, and 4,138,669 
barrels in May, 1922. Stocks May 31 
were 6,492,197 barrels, April 30, 6,- 
500,123 barrels, and May 31, 1922, 7,- 
592,622 barrels. Exports in May were 
1,308,508 barrels, in April, 1,512,131 bar- 
rels, and in May, 1922, 1,455,338 barrels. 
The indicated domestic consumption 
of kerosene in May was 3,203,629 bar- 
rels, in April, 3,066,036 barrels, and in 
May, 1922, 2,848,712 barrels.

Fuel and Gas Oils 


There was little change in the char- 
acter of the demand for fuel oil in any 
section of the country last week, and 
prices held steady. In the local mar- 
ket bunker oil is still quoted at $1.70 
a barrel, but there has been a slight 
reduction in the price of diesel oil, 
which is now quoted at $1.78% a bar- 
rel. Many of the large consumers 
of fuel oil have contracts running for 
the rest of the year. In the Midcon- 
tinent section many of them are at 
prices based upon crude oil quota- 
tions, so that the holding up of these 
crude quotations directly affects the 
consumers of fuel oil. There is little 
inclination to make forward contracts 
at this time, as consumers are waiting 
for conditions in the petroleum market 
to become more settled.

demands. In the Midcontinent section 
gas oil is freely offered at 2% cents 
a gallon, but does not move. In this 
market the nominal quotation is 4% 
cents, but the demand is slow.

Lubricating Oils 


There is a heavy consumption of au- 
tomobile lubricants at the present time, 
and that helps a great deal. In the 
Midcontinent territory, where crude 
prices have been held steady, lubricants 
are moving well, and no price reduc- 
tions are reported. In the East, how- 


ever, stocks are large, and the export 
demand is not active enough to be 
much support to the market, so that 
there is a growing weakness in lubri- 
cating oil prices due to the fact that 
the Eastern refineries are being run 
largely on cheap California crude. Of- 
fers of California crude on the Eastern 
seaboard have effected the situation to 
some extent, and direct shipments of 
lubricating oils from California to Eu- 
rope are interfering with the demand 
from the Eastern refineries. It would 
seem that in time California was going 
to have a very large per cent. of the 
export business, unless there is some 
radical change in the situation. 


Production of lubricating oil in May 
was 2,508,639 barrels, compared with 
2,159,350 barrels in April, and 1,901,- 
152 barrels in May, 1922. Stocks, May 
31, were 5,387,822 barrels; April 30,

Waxes 


Export demand is not good, and the 
market showed little strength last 
week with prices a shade lower. The 
routine domestic demand is not poor, 
but consumers are inclined to buy only 
what they need for immediate con- 
sumption.

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Navajos Want to Open Lands 
For Oil and Mineral Leasing 


WASHINGTON, July 10, 1923. 

A telegram from Navajo Commissioner 
H. J. Hagerman was received by the De- 
partment of the Interior today announc- 
ing that the business council of Navajos 
recently organized, at a meeting held at 
Toadlena, N. M., had passed resolutions 
authorizing the Secretary of the Interior 
to lease for oi] and mineral purposes the 
lands of their reservation in Arizona 
and New Mexico. 

The regulations promulgated govern- 
ing the leasing of such lands _ provide 
that the Secretary of the Interior may 
grant a single exploration lease without 
bids on each separate structure to test 
whether there is oil underneath the sur- 
face. When oil is discovered upon any 
structure the Secretary will advertise that 
the remaining lands will be leased to the 
highest bidder at public auction and of- 
fered in alternating tracts of 640 acres. 
No one company or corporation will be 
permitted to lease upon the reservation 
in the aggregate more than 4,800 acres. 

The Indian council is composed of 
twelve members, elected by the Indians. 
It was created for the purpose of author- 
izing the Secretary of the Interior to 
lease their lands for oil and mineral pur- 
poses. The Midwest Refining Co. some 
months ago, under an approved lease, 
brought in a well at the San Juan Agency, 
which prompted the action that has been 
taken, there being a demand on the part 
of many desiring oil leases. 


Louisiana Oil and Gas Leases 


Will Be Sold by Government 


WASHINGTON, July 12, 1923. 

Oil and gas leases upon 728 acres of 
public lands located in the Ferry Lake 
oil district of Northwestern Louisiana, 
possession of which was obtained recent- 
ly under Supreme Court decisions in suits 
instituted by the government, will be of- 
fered for sale August 29 by the Interior 
Department. The leases will be offered 
at auction to be held in the federal 


July 16, 1923 
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court room at the postoffice in Shreveport, 
La., the city nearest the tracts. The 
chief of the Southern field division of the 
General Land Office will have charge of 
the sale and will make the necessary 
regulations for its conduct. 

The tracts vary in size from 2 to 40 
acres, and at the present time there are 
three producing wells in the field, that 
have been operated by the Interior De- 
partment since the court decision gave the 
government ownership of the property. 
All bids must be at the standard royalty 


fixed by the department ranging from 
12% per cent. to 33% per cent. of the 
oil produced, depending upon the daily 


production and character of the oil, sub- 
ject to reduction under certain condi- 
tions.

Absent, in Hands of Receiver 


KANSAS CITY, July 10, 1923. 

A receiver has been appointed for the 
Consolidated Oil & Refining Corpn., Mari- 
gold Oil & Refining Co., St. Louis Oil & 
Refining Co. and the Big Four Oil Co., 
following a stockholder’s action brought 
by E. J. Powers, New York, in the United 
States District Court in this city. J. M. 
Reynolds, promoter and president of all 
four companies, has been absent from the 
city for several weeks. 

The stockholder’s petition alleged mis- 
management by Reynolds, in that divi- 
dends were paid to a few stockholders and 
there were no profits from which these 
dividends might have been paid. The 
affairs of the companies are related, in 
that they are owners of one another’s 
stock. G. W. Kyle has been appointed 
receiver by Judge A. S. Van Vallsenburgh,

Vintila Bratiano, Roumanian min- 
ister of finance, has gone to Paris, 
London and Rome. During this jour- 
ney, it is said, Mr. Bratiano will dis- 
cuss questions relating to the petro- 
leum industry of Roumania and par- 
ticularly to the oil lands owned by the 
state. 
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The gasoline and carbon black 
plants of the Arab Co., five miles north 
of Eastland, Texas, which will repre- 
sent an investment of $1,000,000, are 
expected to be in operation before the 
end of the year.

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Summary 

Recovering sharply from a 
low point reached early in June, 
the trend of debits records for 
the month shows practically the 
same flatness that was noted for 
May. This index of general busi- 
ness conditions is reflected by 
the June trend in loadings of 
miscellaneous and less-than-car- 
lot merchandise freight, the 
transportation group which com- 
prises the large majority of ship- 
ments in the markets covered by 
the Reporter. The trend of car 
loadings, naturally, has been 
slower than that of debits to 
show the effect of the quiet in 
business, because the financial 
side of trade is the more sensi- 
tive. 

The individual commodities 
and related groups represented 
in the Reporter market analysis 
charts continued predominantly 
to display softening during June. 
Six charts indicate steadiness; 
eight reflect further declines in 
values, and five—they are, for the 
most part, representative of con- 
suming activities or volume of 
jistribution—make a better show- 
ing than in the preceding month. 

Declines in values are espe- 
cially noticeable in the coal-tar 
chemical group as was the case 
in May. Heavy chemicals also 
weakened last month in cohtra- 
distinction to their unique dis- 
play of strength in the preceding 
period, 

The upward trend of gasoline 
prices noted for June is peculiar. 
It was effected by a sporadic— 
and futile—attempt by Midcon- 
tinent refiners to improve con- 
ditions.

Quiet Prevails in All Lines—Resale Market in 
Potashes Not Yet Open—Spot Nitrate 


Holds 


The market is dull. There is no get- 
ting away from that fact. It is a 
season of the year when an active mar- 
ket is not to be looked for, but last 
week there was a very quiet market 
after making all allowances for the 
season. There has been no rush on 


/ the part of consumers who are not 


members of the associations to hunt up 
member competitors from whom to buy 

tash. It is yet to be seen what terms 
are going to be offered buyers who 
do not belong to the associations. As 
yet brokers are doing nothing with 
resale potash. 

Not long ago the resale potash mar- 


| ket was on a basis practically 9 per 


cent. off the list prices of the import- 


| ers; but under the terms of the new 


contracts, buyers who are members 
of the groups and who buy at 10 

r cent. off the list prices have to put 
up a letter of credit with their orders, 
and this may limit the amount they 
are willing to contract for, so that they 
will have little to offer to outsiders 
unless they can make a profit out of 
the transaction. The idea is that mem- 
bers of the three associations contract- 
ing with the producers will charge 5 
per cent. off the list price, thus making 
a profit of 5 per cent. Some people in 
the business laugh at the idea of their 
being able to hold together and insist 
on getting this price level; while 
others seem to think that it is going 
to east the non-members of associa- 
tions just about 5 per cent. more for 
their potash salts than the cost to 
members of the three groups. Under 
the circumstances it is not surprising 
that the outsiders are not rushing in 
to buy. 

It iooks very much as if the members 
of the three groups, and yarticularly 
the “Big Six,” might be charged with 
discouraging competition between the 
producers by getting up the sort of 
contract that has been entered into. In 
an open market there would naturally 
be more active competition between 
French and German importers than by 
an arrangement binding them to sell 
oly to the groups and making the 
consumers who are members of these 
groups the sellers as far as the rest of 
the trade is concerned. It may not 
work out very well for producers, who 
are planning a campaign to encourage 
greater American consumption of 
potash, for the closer his association 
with the actual buyers, the better 
chance any producer has to push the 
sales of his goods, and, in this case, 


| appeals to the ultimate consumer can 


hot result as satisfactory to importers 
as would attention given to business 
with the mixers. The business of the 
foreign or domestic potash producers 
ls to sell to the mixers, not to the 


| farmers, and ultimate consumers are

There was nothing doing in tankage 
again last week. Local producers were 
holding back, and so were consumers, 
There is little demand from feeders in 
any of the markets, and fertilizer mix- 
ers cannot afford to pay any sort of a 
price for animal ammoniates. The fish 
scrap situation has not yet straightened 
itself out. Here is a market in which 
buyers and sellers have been apart 
since the opening of the season. Neither 
side has yet given way, and little busi- 
ness has been done. When there is no 
more business in ammoniates than 
there was last week, there is not much 
interest in the market. 


There has been a slight advance in 
the prices of Florida phosphate rock, 
ranging from 20c to 25c. a ton in the 
lower grades most used by domestic 
consumers. Higher grades have not 
gone up, as they are generally sold for 
export, and the export demand is not 
improving to any extent. The rock 
market is not in a good position, and 
it maintuins the existing steadiness 
solely because of the fact that for a 
long time past production has been 
seen in the rock market, and this is 
also true of the acid phosphate mar- 
ket, in which there has likewise been 
drastic curtailment of production.

Nitrogen Fertilizers 


NITRATE OF SODA.—Importers 
were not willing to offer spot material 
under $2.45 per 100 pounds last week, 
and there were no resale offerings to 
disturb the local market. There is still 
resale material obtainable in the South 
under importers’ prices, but it is not 
pressing on the market to the extent 
it was. No one is showing any inclina- 
tion to consider future requirements, 
and there was no mcre interest in the 
future market last week than there was 
the week before. Very little material, 
indeed, has been sold for delivery dur- 
ing the last quarter of the year as the 
plan of holding futures above the spot 
market at all times is not calculated to 
induce anyone to do much ordering 
ahead as long as there is no reason for 
expecting any shortage in the _ spot 
market. If there should ever be a 
shortage in this material it would be 
an artificial one, as the supply in Chile 
is practically unlimited, and Chile needs 
all the American money it can get. The 
announcement by the producers’ trust, 
made some time ago, that it withdrew 
all quotations after the end of the year 
has not prevented importers from quot- 
ing for 1924 delivery, although no one 
is interested enough to care much 
whether these quotations are made or 
not. Futures were quoted last week as 
follows:—August-September, $2.45 per 
100 pounds; October-November-Decem- 
ber, $2.47% to $2.52%; January, $2.55; 
February, $2.57%; April-May-June,

It was possible to buy 
resale material a little cheaper last 
week, although there was not much 
offering. It was quoted in double bags, 
f.a.s., at $3.30 to $3.40 per 100 pounds. 
FISH SCRAP.—Local brokers have 
not been able to do any business in 
scrap this season, although they have 
received plenty of inquiries. Those 
who want the material have refused 
to pay the price asked by the fishing 
companies for dry scrap, and producers 
have refused to meet the price ideas 
of consumers, with the result that 
there has been a deadlock in the mar- 
ket. It was reported here last week 
that a sale of 400 tons had been made 
at Baltimore at $3.75 and 10c. per unit, 
the price that producers have been 
asking; but it was aJso reported that 
the purchaser was not a consumer, so 
that the trade only represented a 
speculation. The situation is much 
different from what it was at this time 
last year, for then the fish factories 
were well sold ahead, having contracted 
for thousands of tons of scrap before 
the fish were caught.

Caffeine came under the 
hammer of competition and was driven 
ia peg lower. In contrast, coumarin in 
resale quarters recovered slightly, 
hile the makers held firm at former 
prices. 

Makers met resale prices on formal- 
hyde. The price was the same, but 
resellers offered smaller lots at the 
price quoted on car lots from the works. 
Sales were few. Some export interest 
eveloped, but not to the point of 
rystalization into orders. 

Dynamite glycerin was advanced 
artificially on the bid of a refiner for 
supplies to ke delivered over the period 
uly-September. No holder would ac- 
cept the business, but the bid had the 
efect of raising sellers’ views lc. over 
the previous close. C.P. was official- 
ly reduced to an open quotation at the 
real market obtaining for some time. 
Along with the official pronouncement 
came rumors that the packers were 
cutting under the old price. It cannot 
be said that the glycerin market is in 
avery healthy condition. It certainly is 
being subjected to manipulation. 

Menthol was quiet and a bit lower. 
Further developments in the spec- 
Watively controlled position were 
awaited, especially as the speculators 
seemed to have secured dominance in 
Japan and London, as well as in New 
York. Quicksilver was quietly offered 
to large consumers at about $2 under 
the market. Several quarters having 
Metal seemed to need cash, and low 
prices are understood to have actually 
tuled on some transactions.

Competition is naturally running 
high and where a shading of the 
market will bring an order, any spot 
house will shade the price to get the 
pusiness.

Actually, all sellers are tirm in their 
views. And there is a reason for that 
firmness. They cannot replace much 
of their present stock at anything like 
former prices. The domestic primary 
market is strong, and prices there are 
almost equal to spot quotations in 
most instances and actually even and 
above them in many articles. Collec- 
tion is not encouraging and dealers 
are convinced that it is profitable to 
hold goods whenever possible. And 
they are doing just that, as witnessed 
by the way in which prices are hold- 
ing irrespective of the mighty poor 
demand at this time. 

The reason dealers know these 
things is because they are attempt- 
ing to buy their fall and winter sup- 
plies. The Reporter confirms them and 
has in its possession direct advices 
from the primary market which sup- 
port the facts offered by local dealers 
to any reporter who cares to investi- 
gate. : 

Below will be found a few letters in 
the Reporter’s possession. They are 
dated between July 2 and 7, and come 
from the largest and most responsible 
collectors of American botanicals. All 
districts of the country are _ repre- 
sented: every fact is confirmed by re- 
sponsible officials of local houses. The 
letters follow: 

. . « We desire to say there are very few 
roots, herbs and barks being gathered in this 
section this year. This is caused by every one 
in general being employed at fair wages and 
people who gather roots only work at this 
ceeupation when they find nothing else to do 
or when an article gets high enough in price 
80 it pays them well to gather it. 

Iam sorry that I cannot offer more of the 
goods as well as give more encouraging prices. 
If collections do not pick up soon they will be 
the shortest this section has ever known. I 
will be glad to receive your order if you can 
stand the price. 

We can only offer a few items to be shipped 
within 60 days, all f.o.b. cars here. 

Will say that owing to the uncertainty of the 
collection of crude drugs we would not care 
to quote at this time. 

Owing to the present uncertain labor condi- 
tions I would not care to make any contracts. 

Along this line, a few more facts 
may be of interest. Three of the largest 
collectors of domestic botanicals were 
each asked to quote twenty-one im- 
portant and unimportant articles firm 
on the sixty-day delivery basis just 
referred to. One house offered four 
of the twenty-one; another named 
eight but at prices impossible of ac- 
ceptance; the third refused to quote 
except on the basis of confirmation 
and gave prices on but nine botanicals. 
In absolutely no instance was there 
offered the full quantity of individual 
items desired, the reduction being from 
50 to 90 per cent. below the amounts 
specified. This was real business but 
sellers virtually turned it away either 
by not having the goods or naming 
very high prices. In all, 37,000 pounds

Only 9,000 pounds were 
offered prompt, and no contracts were 
offered for the balance. 

While all the foregoing indicates a 
fundamentally strong primary market, 
of course, buyers are not rushing in to 
buy. No one here expects them to; 
and so far as the Reporter can learn, 
no one is particularly anxious that they 
should until the dealers have succeeded 
in warehousing sufficient goods to meet 
the requirements of the next consump- 
tion season. Stocks now in hand would 


not stand it. And unless a marked im- 
provement in collection comes within 
the next few weeks, the upward po- 


tential of price trend is not likely to be 
disturbed. Of course, if there is no de- 
mand next fall and winter, the fact that 
an article is unobtainable will mean 
nothing. 

In the Reporter’s issue of July 9, this 
column contained the following state- 
ment:—", One of these lists 
Was examined last week under condi- 
tions that prevented its being especially 
doctored for publication or ‘bullish’ 
purposes, 

In justice to the officer of the con- 
cern who made this examination pos- 
sible, we feel that we ought to say 
that by no means was it implied that 
an ‘especially doctored’ list would ever 
be issued by this official. We made the 
statement that the reader might be as- 
sured of its being a document free from 
propaganda, and it seemed necessary 
because of attacks in which have been 
made lately in the press on the reliabil- 
ity of official statements made by re- 
sponsible officials in New York crude 
drug houses. If the Reporter had no 
confidence in the sources of its infor- 
mation it would publish nothing. It 
has that confidence.

ORANGE.— Demand on spot has 
tapered off slightly, giving the local 
market a bit easier undertone at a 
small concession in prices for Italian 
oil. Quotations were noted at $3.90 to 
$4.50 per pound, according to brand. 
The foreign market has merely held 
steady. Much of the recent strength 
in Italian oil has been due to demand 
for spot stuff and in several instances 
sellers have had to reject business be- 
cause of contract requirements. West 
Indian oil held without change at $2.70 
to $3 per pound; bitter, $2.60 to $2.70; 
domestic, $3.30 to $3.40; distilled, $1.75 
to $2 per pound. 

PEPPERMINT.—Pending further de- 
velopment in the primary market, af- 
fairs in local circles have been dulled 
and dimmed until there is virtually no 
activity at the unchanged prices, as 
follows:—Natural, $2.65 to $2.75; recti- 
fied, $2.90 to $3 per pound. There was 
an export sale of the article in bottles, 
for which the local price was $4.25 per 
pound, 

PETITGRAIN.—South American oil 
remained strong because of the higher 
costs of replacement that have in- 
creased the value of local stocks. Quo- 
tations were noted at $1.65 to $1.75 per 
pound, with offerings very conservative. 

ROSE.—Advices from Sofia, Bulgaria, 
under date of June 30, 1923, state that 
the new crop is very short and below 
expectations. However, it is not the 
shortest on record. Distillation took 
place under exceptionally hot and dry 
weather conditions. It began on May 22 
and ended June 7—lasting but sixteen 
days in place of the usual twenty-eight. 
In the second part of the harvest, five 
successive days of strong winds caused 
the rose buds to open prematurely, thus 
sapping the perfume of the closers and 
reducing the size of the crop. 

The total yield of rose flowers 
amounted to 11,375,000 pounds, from 
which was distilled 52,875 ounces of 
otto of rose. Of this quantity 20,445 
ounces were distilled by the big pro- 
ducers, while the balance of 32,430 
ounces was distilled by the growers 
themselves. The yield was one kilo- 
gram of oil from 3,400 kilograms of 
flowers, or about one ounce to 220 
pounds of flowers. This was 25 per 
cent below the average yield. The 
quality of the new crop is said to be ex- 
cellent and not much adulterated oil is 
reported. This year’s crop is 35 per 
cent under that of last year and is but 
a third of the output in prewar years. 
However, any possible shortage will be 
overcome through the old stock of oil 
left over from the previous four crops. 
The cost of new crop oil in Sotia is 
much higher this year. It is understood 
to be equal to ahout $7 per ounce. The 
new crop will be ready for distribution 
late in August or in early September. 
Local prices were noted at $4 to $10 
per ounce, according to quality. 

SANDALWOOD.—This market was 
very quiet at unchanged prices. How- 
ever, the trend of the spot was toward 
competitive position, with the local 
quotations being tentatively placed at 
$7.65 to $7.75 per nound for East In- 
dian oil. Amyris was noted at $3.50 to 
$4 per pound, according to seller and 
quantity. 

SPEARMINT.—The trade awaits fur- 
ther development of the growing sea- 
son and buyers are therefore inclined 
to hold aloof from the market until 
something definitely is established 
whereby a basis for new crop trading 
may be reached, Prices in the mean- 
time are nominally $2.50 to $2.60 per 
pound, with little buying. 

SPRUCE.—While oil was available in 
increasingly larger quantities, the mar- 
ket appeared to have steadied at the 
recent reduction to $1.25 to $1.50 per 
pound, according to amount taken. Pri- 
mary market factors are not inclined 
to reduce their prices much more at 
this time, although the quotations are 
still comparatively high. 

TERPINEOL.—Prices remained at 
55c. to 65c. per pound, with demand 
fair, but with buyers showing an in- 
clination to await further movements 
in raw material which has declined 
sufficiently to affect the cost of new 
production of terpineol. Turpentine 
declined against last week. For a full 
report on raw material, see Naval 
Stores elsewhere in this issue of the 
Reporter. 

WORMSEED.—This article was noted 
at the recent advance to $7.20 to $7.50 


per pound without there being much 
in the way of new business. Consum- 
ers are well aware of the concentra- 
tion of the supply remaining in the 
country and are inclined not to buy 
except in very small quantities and 
then only when necessities force the 
issue.

That type of order was not shot into 
Calcutta in liberal or widespread fash- 
ion, and that fact probably aided 
greatly in checking the advance. Orders 
of jobbing kind for prompt or closeby 
shipment increased. There were also 
more inquiries. But nothing in the 
way of large buying orders for futures 
was general. 

Prices for spot T.N. went up a trifle, 
but it cannot be said that the advance 
was healthy or suggested real strength 
back of the movement.

We believe that it is well to direct 
attention of consumers ‘to the small 


shipments in June to the United States. 
It is generally said that the United 
States takes between 18,000 and 20,000 
packages per month. The average for 
the six months dating from January 1 
has been 18,535 packages per month. 
That suggests that the average require- 
ments have been supplied. However, 
the June shipments were 4,807 pack- 
ages below the above mentioned aver- 


age, having totaled but 13,728 pack- 
ages. This means that the late August 


and September deliveries here will be 
sub-average. 

That may mean but little if unmanu- 
factured stocks in consumers’ hands 
are sufficient. But should the monthly 
shipments continue long below the 
average, something is likely to happen. 
As against the lessened shipments is 
the fact that the export to the United 
States, January 1 to June 30, is 29,309 
packages over the 1922 shipments be- 
tween the same dates. That is a month 
and a half average supply. 

Arrivals of shellac at Calcutta for 
the week ended July 9 this year totaled 
495 tons; previous weeks this year, 407 
tons; last month, this year, 451 tons; 
last year, equivalent date, 270 tons. 

The total arrival at Calcutta since 
January 1, this year, is 11,675 tons; to 
the equivalent date last year it was 
8,245 tons.

To Questionnaires 


Varnish gums and naphtha are dealt 
with by th cost accounting committee of 
the Nation :1 Varnish Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, reporting on the answers to 
their questionnaires as follows :— 

Question number four of the varnish cost 

ounting aué stionnaire was:—Do you use any 
ace nkage factor to take care of loss in storage 
oe handling naphtha, gums, and the like, up 
the time when they are actually weighed or 
measured for use? Please describe. 

Sixteen answers were received to this ques- 
tion in who or in_ part. However, some 


to certain materials and only a 
were complete. Three manufac- 
turers ignored this question entirely. Two 
tated frankly, no shrinkage factors are used. 
One uses no shrinkage factors except for rosin. 
Four of the answers give special details. 

Following are the answers as interpreted 
by the committee :— : : 

1. In estimating shrinkage in the handling 
of naphthas, gums, etc., we have found by 
experience that the adding of 2 per cent. of 
the invoice price of this material takes care 
of this matter and have finally adopted this 
rule in figuring cost for our formulae. 

9. As mentioned above we add 3 per cent. 
to the gross cost on our raw materials to take 
care of loss through defective packages, 
evaporation, etc., and in manufacturing 5 per 
cent. of the gross yield is deducted from the 
formula to take care of loss through evapora- 

etc. 
"Zen petroleum solvents we figure 3% per 
cent. loss. On gums, in most instances, we 
take the weight and arbitrary values of the 
gums, after they are cracked and assorted 
We then establish a total value for this 
assortment equal to the original invoice value. 
For example, if the invoice is 100,000 pounds at 
4 cents a pound—$40,000—and the weight after 
assorting is 95,000 pounds, shows a tutal value

5. On naphtha we add 3 per cent. to cover 
Joss in the plant, and on gums we add 2 per 
cent. for the same reason.

12 As will be noted from answers to the 
preceding questions, we do use a shrinkage 
factor to take care of this loss. In the absence 
of tests made at our Own plant, we are using 
factors recommended by the Varnish Manu- 
facturers’ Association in a pamphlet issued 
mome years ago covering this subject. 

In addition we might add that we also add 
18 per cent. to the invoice price of rosins. 
This 18 per cent. is composed of 2 per cent. for 
interest, and 16 per cent. for loss in storage, 
and to compensate for the amount of rosin 
absorbed by staves of the shipping package. 

13. We have not taken the shrinkage factor 
into consideration in charging our material 
costs to the formula, but we contemplate arriv- 
ing at a percentage to cover losses in this re- 
gard in the near future. 

14. We use the following shrinkage factors:— 
Gums, 1 per cent.; vegetable oils, 1 per cent.; 
volatiles, such as naphthas, etc., 2 per cent. 

15. We use a factor which takes care of the 
shrinkage and loss on rosin only. A record is 
kept of the weight of the barrels as they are 
broken up for use and against this is thrown 
the amount of rosin actually weighed for use.

Opinions Differ 
It would seem from the data compiled that 
there is considerable difference of opinion as 


to the proper shrinkage factor necessary to 
materials referred to. It would seem, also, 


that in individual cases the difference of 
opinion is justified, because of variation in 
storage facilities, handling and uses of 
material. 

John Jones in California may justly de- 


termine 5 per cent. shrinkage factor for gums 
is correct and satisfactory. Jim Smith in New 
York, however, is sure 3 per cent. shrinkage 
factor is the one for him. At the same time 
such variation in shrinkage factors as shown 
above may be due to lack of study of this 
feature or haphazard guess that the figure used 
is near enough. The writer, or the committee, 
as a whole, will not attempt to decide what 
are proper shrinkage factors for material 
necessary to varnish manufacture. No mem- 
ber of the association, however, will question 
the necessity for these. 

Shrinkage factors given for rosin show a 
wide variation, and, regardless of the methods 
for storing or handling this material, cannot 
all be correct. Some explanation is necessary 
to account for one manufacturer using 1 per 
cent. shrinkage factor while another uses 20 
per cent. This, in itself, would play a big 
part in cost results. 


One manufacturer has made a special study 
of shrinkage factors over a period of two 
years. The second year checked up the first 
year’s figures very closely, indeed, resulting 
in adoption of the following shrinkage 
factors:—Gums, 3 per cent.; turpentine, 2 per 
cent.; naphtha, 2 per cent.; linseed oil, 1 per 
ceat.; China wood oil, 1 per cent.; rosin, 20 
per cent. 

The preliminary efforts 
brought out the fact that shrinkage factors 
play an important part in varnish cost ac- 
counting and that most of the manufacturers 
recognize this necessity. 

Answers to the questionnaire were not as 
generous as they might have been and only 
a few described the methods employed. Inas- 
much as the cust accounting research work is 
being done voluntarily by members of the 
association for the benefit of all in the industry 
it ig hoped that any future efforts on the 
part of the committee to gain the _ co- 
operation of the members of the association 
will meet with a better and more whole- 
hearted response.

the validity of this grant. The Anglo- 
Persian proposed to go 50-50 with the 
Standard Oil Co. on oil rights in North- 


ern Persia, it was reported, but this was 
not satisfactory to the Persian authorities. 
Then the Sinclair Consolidated Oil Co. en- 
tered the field as competitor of the Stand- 
ard in seeking the concession. The prop- 
ositions of both American companies were 
reported tc have been rejected by the 
Persian Government, which submitted a 
third plan for approval to the Persian 
Parliament. If that is approved it will 
then be up to any concern which wants 
the prize to comply with the proposed 
conditions, if it chooses to bid for the oil 
rights on that basis. There has been 
considerable discussion of loans to the 
Persian Government, in connection with 
the negotiations over the oil concession.

Oil Securities 

Oil stocks have lost their popularity 
with the general public for the time 
being, for the public lost more on the 
decline of oil securities than in any 
other class of stocks on the recent de- 


cline. It is going to be a long time be- 
fore it rushes in to buy oil stocks be- 
cause of a loud ballyhoo about the 
number of low-priced automobiles be- 
ing made in Detroit. It has been a bit- 
ter lesson that the public has learned 
through its operations in oil securities 
this year. It will be less impressed in 
the future even by stock dividends. It 
does not need public speculation to es- 
tablish the value of the better class of 
oil securities, however. They have 
been large dividend earners in the oil 
group always, and the best of the oils 
will continue to earn large dividends 
for their stockholders. 

The time has come when attention is 
begun to be given to the real value. of 
the oils. The buying will not be that 
of ill-informed and over-confident 
speculators, but there will be inside 
support, and each stock will stand on 
its own merits. It will not be possible 
for some time to come to boom dogs 
and cats because of the earning power 
of the big, well-established oil compa- 
nies. 

That the petroleum market is facing 
a critical situation the Street has come 
to understand, but over-production is a 
less serious matter than loss of pro- 
duction, and the market will finally get 
back to something like a normal con- 
dition. 

Some oils showed net declines for the 
week, while some others were higher 
at the close on Friday than they had 
been a week before. In most cases, 
however, both the declines and the ad- 
Vances were not great ones, and the 
most important change in the situation 
was the improvement in the undertone 
of the market, due to the character of 
the limited buying. To show what sort 
of a market it was, Standard of New 
Jersey common at the close on Friday 
Was just exactly at the same price at 
which it had closed a week before. 
Some of the other Standard Oil issues 
were up and some were down, but in 
the main this group looked firmer than 
it has for some weeks past. Stocks of 








companies operating in the midconti- 
nent field are not looked upon with 
as much favor as they were, but the 
companies which are selling gasoline 
to the service stations at present 
prices are making more than normal 
profits. It looks as if the worst was 
over, even in the oils.

ALUM.—There were no changes in 
any of the grades. Little activity was 
noted in any division of the market, 
and prices of imported barely held. 
Domestic makers had moderate stocks 
of ammonia grades on hand, these 
having increased dve to the poorer de- 
mand. Quotations were based on lump 
at $3.50 to $3.60 per 100 pounds. Im- 
ported potash lump was 3c. to 3\c. 
per pound. Domestic was 4%4c. The 
price of the foreign could be shaded 
to 2.85c. .in some instances. Chrome 
grades were 6c. to 7c.; and soda, 3c. 
to 4c. 

ALUMINUM SULPHATE.—Leading 
producers have not actually altered 
quotations. That demand was much 
less active was readily admitted, Paper 
mills were not running as they were a 
month ago. The tone was easy, with 
stocks accumulating. Iron free was 
$2.40 to $2.50 per 100 pounds from 
makers; imported was $2.25. It was 
not always iron free however. Com- 
mercial was $1.40 to $1.60. 

AMMONIA, AQUA.—Imported has 
been offered on spot at low prices, 
Domestic was quotably unchanged, but 
stocks were ample and demand very 
poor. Quotations on domestic were— 
26 degree, 7c. to 74%4c. per pound; 20 
degree, 64c. to 7c.; and 16 degree, 5c. 
to 5i4c. Imported, not quite 26 de- 
gree, was 6%4c. 

AMMONIAC, SAL’.—Imported white 
granulur was finding some buyers at 
6c. per pound, which was what some 
were offering at. Ochers quoted 6\4c. 
to 64%ec. Trading was much less ac- 
tive in those quarters. The 6c. price 
represented less than the cost of im- 
portation, Dealers, however, were 
tired and discouraged. Domestic re- 
mained at 744c. to 8c. Imported gray 
was scarce at $c. per pound; domestic

ANTIMONY SULPHURETS— 


Prices have eased off due to the abrupt 
cessation of demand.

ARGOLS.—Demand was limited and 
so were supplies. The price was 7c.

ARSENIC.—The market became 
more and more chaotic with the pas- 
sage of each day.

idly drawing to a close, and 20c, ar- 
senic was farther away than it had 


been in April. Last week, sales of 
nearly 150 packages were made at 12c, 
per pound, Quotations at the end of 
the week were from 12c. to 13c. per 
pound, and dealers made no bones 
about the situation. The market was 
completely upset, with holders rushing 
in to dump their stocks and realize 
the best prices they could for them, 
The easier position of future shipments 
also influenced the tone toward lower 
levels, Contracts for forward ship- 
ments could be placed at 10c. to lle. 
per pound, The market has acted this 
year just as it always has. There is 
always a hullabaloo about short stocks 
in the spring, production is inadequate 
to meet demand, and the inroads of 
boll weevils will require so much ar- 
senate that arsenic production cannot 
possibly meet it. Prices are boosted, 
but there always seems to be enough 
arsenic produced, and the ending of 
the market is like that of a skyrocket 
caught in a sudden downpour of rain. 
That has been the history of the ar- 
senic market every spring and summer 
for the past four years. But the spec- 
ulators have not learned the lesson yet, 
evidently. The red variety was ex- 
tremely scarce at 154%4c. to 16c. There 
appeared none abroad, as some inter- 
ests have sought large tonnages un- 
successfully. 

BARIUM PRODUCTS.—-L ower 
prices for imported chloride were noted, 
Sales at $82 per ton were made, and 
small lots quoted at $85.

The other 
grades were in extremely small supply, 
with sesquisulphide practically unob- 
tainable. The red was to be had at 
70c. per pound in a small way from 
some pharmaceutical supply houses, 
while other holders quoted to 75c. 

POTASH, CAUSTIC.—The market 
was barely steady at 714c. to 74%4c. per 
pound. That was what dealers were 
asking for imported 88 to 92 per cent. 
Shipments were from 7%c. to T4e., 
c.if., and were expected to arrive at 
any time now. There has been no no- 
ticeable enthusiasm on the part of con- 
sumers to take on goods during the 
week and trading was irregular and 
poorly maintained. Routine business 
was all that was transacted and con- 
sumers were taking only as_ small 
quantities as they could manage with. 
Stocks of caustic on spot were fairly 
heavy, and sellers were numerous. Do- 
mestic producers have held unchanged 
at 9c. to 9l4c. per pound at works, and 
the week was fairly good. Sales of 
several carlots occurred in one direc- 
tion. 

POTASH, CARBONATE. — Condi- 
tions in carbonates changed little dur- 


ing the week and the prices were not 
much different from those prevailing 
during the previous one. Demand has 
not shown any signs of picking up and 
the spot market was lacking in snap. 
Trading was confined completely to 
small lots and was distinctly stamped 
with routine. Consumers did not feel 
like taking on anything at the mo- 
ment beyond their absolute needs, and 
with industries operating’ on light 
schedules, these were naturally small. 
Spot stocks of carbonates were not 
heavy, as comparatively little has been 
imported in recent months. Some 
grades were practically unobtainable. 
The 80 to 85 per cent calcined was the 
scarcest spot variety and was quoted 
almost nominally at 6%c. to Te. per 
pound. The 96 to 98 per cent. calcined 
was readily to be had at 7c. to 7'4c.; 
while the hydrated was 7c. to 7\4c. also. 
Neither grade has been in demand. 

POTASH, CHLORATE. — Imported 
material continued weak and prices 
were lower last week. This was the 
result of an increase in spot stocks 
and the very low prices that were 
quoted on shipments from abroad. Ap- 
parently, large stocks were offered in 
the German markets for shipment to 
this country—or anywhere else for 
that matter. Dealers held too much on 
spot as it was, and the lack of demand 
has made it impossible to sustain 
prices in the face of the dullness. Quo- 
tations were from 6%4c. to Tc. per 
pound. Domestic was moving steadly 
at 8%c. to 9c. per pound, but demand 
could hardly be said to be as good as 
a month ago. 


POTASH, CYANIDE.—Has not been 
in much demand and prices were un- 
changed at 47c. to 50c. per pound. Spot 
stocks were not large and the market 
was controlled by firm hands. 

POTASH, PERMANGANATE.—The 
market for imported has steadied at 
16%c. to 17c. per pound for large 
quantities Smaller lots actually sold 
at 18c. per pound during the week. 
The firmer tone was attributed to a 
better demand, and the elimination of 
weak holders through the manipula- 
tions of those who were in a stronger 
financial position. ‘There were still 
heard low prices, but the fact that 
bids were in the market at l6c. and 
could not befilled, while sales fraction- 
ally higher were made, indicated 
pretty well that cheap lots or weak 
holders had been dispersed. Domestic 
has not appeared and the promises of 
domestic makers that they would have 
goods on the market at the end cf June 
in sufficient volume to take care of all 
domestic requirements have not ma- 
terialized. The price at which this

domestic was to be marketed was 18c. 
per pound, 

POTASH, TITANIUM OXALATE 
Jogged along quietly at 30c. to 32c. per 
pound. Producers have been able to 
dispose of goods as they became aviail- 
able, and has been no surplus 
accumulated. 

SALT CAKE.—Supplies have 
creased lately, and stocks were 
plentiful than for a long time 
This was due to the decrease in de- 
mand and the slackening up on con- 
tract withdrawals, which was only 
seasonable. Paper mills were not run- 
ning nearly as briskly as a month ago 
and have been taking smaller supplies 
of all chemicals. In some items this 
has been much more intensely marked 
than in salt cake. Quotations remained 
steady at $25 to $27 per ton for bulk 
cake at works. Natural cake has been 
less conspicuous, but sales in the West 
have occurred within the past two 
weeks. Thus, one carlot was sold at 
something under $30 per ton, which 
the price generally quoted. This na- 
tural cake could not be had in this 
market on account of the unfavorable 
freight rates. These rates made the 
price too high to make it profitable to 
bring it here. 

SALT PETER.—The market was un- 
changed and conditions were prac- 
tically the same as during the previ- 
ous week. Business was of routine 
character, but has fallen off compara- 
tively little since the summer slump 
in chemicals became marked. The 
range per pound—Crystals, according 
to size, 744c. to 9c.; granulated, 6\%4c. to 
6%c., and powdered, 7l4c. to 7%4c. 

SODA, ACETATE.—Prices were soft 
and the market was at a standstill. 
Spot stocks were in moderate volume 
only, but dealers were trying hard to 
get rid of them and to that end have 
been quoting low prices. Then, they 
have been willing to shade these prices 
in order to stimulate interest. all 
without avail, as the market continued 
as dead as ditchwater. The spot price 
was 5lgc. to 6c. per pound, but frac- 
tionally less was possible on bids. 
Makers were asking from 5l4c. to 6c. 
at works, but were willing to shade 
that also. 

SODA ASH.—On the basis of 58 per 
cent, makers quoted contracts at 
works, in car lots as follows, per 100 
pounds:—Light ash, in bulk, $1.33; in 
bags, $1.45 to $1.50, depending on the 
size of the bags; and in barrels, $1.69. 
The dense ash, same basis and terms, 
was $1.42 in bulk, $1.51 in bags and 
$1.75 in barrels. This compared with 
the former prices on the 48 per cent 
basis, which were:—$1.10 per 100 
pounds in bulk, $1.20 in bags and $1.40 
in barrels.

However, prices were notably steady 
in tone, having changed little in recent 
months. The position of raw materials 
was such to induce the belief that cur- 
rent levels would be maintained into 
the future, if not augmented through 
the advancing cost of raw materials. 
The technical was 45c. to 60c. per 
pound; and the U.S.P., 65c. to 70c. 

HYDROFLUORIC. — Unchanged at 
former prices, the market was along 
extremely quiet lines. This is the most 
inactive season of year for this acid, 
and nothing much is expected to de- 
velop for some months. The biggest 
demand is generally in December, 
January and February. Makers have 
curtailed production and stocks at the 
present time were not large nor widely 
distributed. The advance in fluorspar, 
which occurred recently, has not yet 
affected the quotations, and the poor- 
ness of the demand at the present time 
will mitigate against any advance in 
prices unti] fall. The range per pound, 
last week:—30 per cent., 6c. to 7c.; 48 
per cent., 10c. to 11c.; 52 per cent., llc. 
to 12c., and 60 per cent., 13c. to 14c. 

HYDROFLUOSILICIC. Demand 
has been along better lines and the 
market has been much steadier in tone 
during the past two weeks. The hot 
weather has accelerated demand, which 
formerly was not heavy. Stocks were 
not widely distributed, and the 35 per 
cent. was quoted at llc. to 12c. per 
pound. 

LACTIC.—Trading has been quite 
good, despite the time of year. Do- 
mestic producers reported a broadening 
demand and sales much better than at 
this time last year. Supplies were in 
some volume, but domestic producers 
have the market practically under their 
control. The prices that have been in- 
stituted by domestic makers have been 
so low that importers could not suc- 
cessfully compete with them. It cost 
too much to bring the acid from abroad 
and sell it at a profit here. Practically 
none has been brought in since the be- 
ginning of the year, and stocks were 
very low. Makers were quoting the 
following schedule per pound:—22 per 
cent. dark, 4%4c. to 5c.; 22 per cent. 
light, 5l4c. to 6c.; 44 per cent. dark, 
94c. to 10%c.; and 44 per cent. light, 
1144c. to 12%ec. The U.S.P. grades have 
been firm with the eighth revision, 55c.

MOLYBDIC.—Down to _ $1.75 per 
pound was possible on this material. 


Sales were made at $1.80 in some in- 
stances, while smal] lots were quoted 
at $2. Demand has been rather quieter 
the past few weeks, but stocks were 
small and the market was fairly steady 
in tone. 


MURIATIC.—Demand naturally be- 
gan to decrease. There is always a 
slump in the buying of heavy acids 


during the summer time. The market 
did not seem easier in tone as far as 
prices went, although there has been 
a moderate increase in supplies. This 
was due, of course, to the slackening 
of contract withdrawals. Producers 
were net left with much on hand last 
week, and the second hands’ market 
did not boast of any stocks of conse- 
quence. The prices remained at for- 
mer levels, and were still characterized 
by firmness. Quotations per 100

NITRIC.—Quiet conditions prevailed 
in this section. The tone was unsettled 
due to the position of raw material and 
also to the poorness of demand. Fac- 
tors have not been able to make a go 
of it as have producers of muriatic and 
sulphuric. It was claimed that prices 
could be shaded somewhat, but none 
of the producers have made any alter- 
ations in their schedules. Quotations 
were on the former basis, and the fol- 
lowing prices, per 100 pounds, were 
given:—36 degree, $4.50 to $5; 38 de- 
gree, $4.75 to $5.25; 40 degree, $5 to 
$5.50, and 42 degree, $5.25 to $5.75. 

OLEUM.—Continued quite scarce 
and in some demand. The price was 
extremely firm, but in view of slacken- 
ing conditions in other mineral acids 
it was not believed there would be any 
changes here. The 20 per cent. was 
quoted at $19 to $20 per ton. 

OXALIC.—The market was unsettled 
and prices varied somewhat. This was 
the result of the keen competition be- 
tween native makers, as well as the in- 
fluence of the foreign on the market. 
Importers have been quoting extremely 
low prices on the foreign. Domestic 
makers have been cutting each others 
prices until now it was believed that 
the bottom had at last been reached. 
It was difficult to see how there could 
be any money in it at the present 
prices. Selling at 12%4c. to 124%4c. per 
pound at works, it was hard to see 
where the cost of production was even 
covered. Indications that even better 
than 1214c. could be done on works 
shipments, but this was not confirmed. 
Imported was from 12%c. to 13c. per 
pound, spot. 

PHOSPHORIC.—Demand has been 
quite good for the 50 per cent. tech- 
nical. Stocks were small and produc- 
tion was keing absorbed as rapidly as 
it became available. The price was 8&c. 
to 8l4c. per pound. Other grades were 
also firm in tone, and the resale mar- 
ket has strengthened quite a bit. Quo- 
tations ranged from 18c. to 28c. per 
pound, depending on grade and quan- 
tity. 

SULPHURIC.—Contract withdrawals 
were smaller and the market began to 
assume more seasonable aspect. De- 
mand still continued better than at this 
time last year, but after the briskness 
of the recent months, the market was 
colorless. There has been little relaxa- 
tion in the tone, and prices were main- 
tained at former levels. The 66 degree 
was $15 to $16 per ton; and 60 degree, 
$11 to $12. At works, from $9 to $10 
was quoted on the 60 degree. 

TARTARIC.—The market was not 
active last week. Trading was along 
good routine lines, but the seasonable 


sparkle was lacking from sales. De- 
mand has been confined to small lots 
and consumers were only buying as 


much as they had to. The price was 
easier if anything, although stocks of 
foreign were not excessive. Much less 
has been imported this year than usu- 
ally has keen the case, and it is be- 
lieved that small buying, which has 
been in evidence for some months, has 
pretty well dissipated what has been 
imported. Quotations on foreign were 
from 35c. to 37c. per pound for the 
most part. There was a lot of pow- 
dered around that was offered at 34%4c. 
per pound in 50 to 100-keg lots. The 
reason for the low price was the fact 
that the powder was so coarse the ma- 
terial could be used only where crystals 
are ordinarily employed and the holder 
was taking this means of ridding him- 
self of the goods. The shipment prices 
on Italian was still 28%c. c.i.f., in bond. 
Domestic makers were unchanged at 
3714¢., filling orders in customary vol- 
ume at that price.

There has been little export demand 
since the first of the year, and pro- 
ducers of benzol have been much dis- 
appointed over the fact, as it was 
hoped by selling to foreigners to get 
rid of any excess stocks which might 
accumulate in this country. Dealers 
have offered in good quantities, and 
there certainly was no shortage of ben- 
zol in any direction. Makers were of- 
fering forward deliveries at 27c. to 32c. 
per gallon for the purse and 25c, to 30c. 
for the 90 per cent. Dealers asked a 
small premium for spot goods, but 
quotations were practically the same as 
producers. 

CARBAZOLE. — Makers 
75e. to 80c. per pound. There has been 
little buying in recent weeks, but 
stocks were small and narrowly dis- 
tributed, which has resulted in the 
steady tone. Prices have not changed 
in six months, and there was little to 
indicate that there would be any 
change in the next six. 


CREOSOTE OILS. — These were 
scarce and were tightly held. The few 
who are producing regularly have been 
able to dispose of their outputs on con- 
tract, and meeting these obligations 
has utilized practically everything they 
had available. Dealers have offered 
only small quantities on spot, and these 
supplies have been so irregularly main- 
tained that it was never certain when 
they could be picked up. Quotations 
have remained firm under the circum- 
stances, and dealers were averse to any 
shading. Makers have adhered to firm 
levels and have not changed their quo- 
tations for a long time. This is not 
really an active season for these oils, 
although fair quantities are moving 
into consumption. However, the con- 
sumers who are regularly using are 
being taken care of by the makers, The 
spot market has been inactive all 
along, but the absence of stocks and 
the fact that only a few have any goods 


quoted at 


at all has made for firmness. The 25 
per cent. oi] was 34c. to 36c. per gal- 
lon, while the 15 per cent. was 24c. 
to 26. 


CRESOL.—U. S. P. was not overly- 
abundant and was quoted at 25c. to 30c. 
per pound. Demand has been irregular. 
Stocks have been short for some time, 
and prices varied according to the 
sellers. Imported material was to be 
had in a limited way at 30c. per pound, 
which was what it figured out, duty 
paid, Dealers have not been anxious to 
bring it in unless orders were in hand, 
because domestic could be had at 25c. 
from the dealers. 

CRESYLIC ACID.—Imported was 
easier in price last week, and it was 
possible to get the 97c to 99 per cent. 
light at $1.05 per gallon. That was the 
lowest price that has been quoted in 
some time for that variety, but it did 
not attract buyers. Trading did not 
improve and the market was slow the 
whole week through. Spot stocks were 
not heavy, and it was easier to pick up 
small quantities than large. It was 
also possible to secure better prices on 
these small quantities than on round 
lots, a fact which may seem curious, 
but was altogether in line with condi- 
tions last week. There were numerous 
sellers of small quantities, but none of 
the importers or dealers appeared to 
have any large stocks. Makers in this

country are few and far between—as 
a matter of fact, there is only one 
actual producer, but there are a number 
of refineries being operated. These re- 
finers wiil taken distillates and bring 
them to the cresylic acid stage for 10c. 
per gallon. However, the maker here 
has been sold up for a long time, and 
as fast as any increase is made in his 
facilities there are buyers ready to 
take it up on contract. But the price 
that has prevailed on his contracts has 
been low. In some instances 75c. per 
gallon at works was heard, but better 
than that was also reported and prob- 
ably nearer the facts. The absence of 
demand has been the real reason for 
keeping prices of imported weak, as 
what was now offered at $1.05 per gal- 
lon had cost a great deal more to im- 
port. There was no telling what prices 
would be had the strong demand of 
the early spring lasted. The failure of 
consumption resulted in competition of 
the worst sort amongst dealers who re- 
peatedly cut prices to attract buyers. 
‘Furthermore, many dealers who brought 
in goods were handicapped in carrying 
them by lack of cash. 

NAPHTHALENE.—The flakes have 
been offered as low as 7c. per pound 
in car lots, and it was stated that one 
factor would have accepted 7c. at this 
works, could ke have secured the busi- 
ness. Trading was extremely poor, 
makers were all in possession of con- 
siderable stocks, and there was no 
visible outlet for them. The crushed 
was also extremely abundant and sales 
at 54%c. per pound occurred. Rumors 
of low priced offers circulated through- 
out the market, but diligent search 
failed to reveal any prices actually 
lower than 6c. That is the trouble with 
the market at the present time. It is 
the same in all the crudes. There are 
plenty of low prices heard, but when 
the goods are actually sought these 
prices vanish, The balls were nom- 
inally 814c. to 9c. per pound. Dealers 
have quoted to 7%c. per pound for 
small lots of prime flakes on spot. Oc- 
casionally, a lot is sold. The season 
for naphthalenes, however, is now 
over, and it is not expected that the 
market wi'l show any signs of im- 
provement for the time being at least. 
If some of the intermediate makers 
were in the market and the odd lots 
that are knocking around would be 
cleaned up through their purchases, a 
firmer tone might be seen. But not 
much hope is held out for that, con- 
sidering the position of the interme- 
diate makers. The crude has been 
weak also and in poor demand. Do- 
mestic was quoted as low as 2c. to 
2%4c. per pound. Imported ranged to 
2%c. 

ORTHO-CRESOL.—Has been slow 
The price held unchanged at 30c. to 
34c. per pound, with demand along 
quiet routine lines. Dealers were car- 
rying little and first hands did not have 
much either. Imported material was 
to be had in large volume in some 
quarters, the price being 34c. per pound. 
Dealers, however, did not care to risk 
shipments as a general thing, on ac- 
count of the poor demand and the high 
price when the duty on the foreign was 
paid. Domestic production ruled 
small, and there was no sign of it be- 
ing increased in the near future. The 
lack of goods was offset by the poor 
demand, and prices have been steadier 
than might otherwise have been the 
case. 

PHENOL.—U.S.P. was offered freely 
at 35c. to 26c. per pound last week. 
First hands have finally got prices 
down to 35c. ia large drums. Demand 
has been less active than was hoped, 
and the increase in supplies has made 
for anything but a firm tone. Dealers 
have been doing everything to stimu- 
late buying, but have not had much 
success. There were plenty of dis- 
tressed lots around the market and 
much better prices could be obtained 
on these small lots frequently than 
could be compassed on a ton order. 
It was easy enough to understand this. 
There were dealers who had got small 
lots together or who had some hold- 
overs, and they were willing to let 
them go at low prices. On the other 
hand, holders of really large quanti- 
ties were infrequent, and were gen- 
erally in a position to exact firm prices 
or else wait to sell their goods at a 
later date when their prices could be 
realized. Imported material was not 
figuring longer, as no one would bring 
it in now in face of the stimulation of 
domestic production and the fact that 
the price was so high,

PICRIC.—Not much was being done 
in picric. The price ranged from 20c. 
to 25c, per pound. Some has been used 
for agricultural purposes, for clearing 
jand, but on the whole conditions were 
slow. There was no lack of stocks. 

SALICYLIC.—Makers were generally 
asking from 40c. to 45c. per pound for 
the U.S.P., and 37c. to 39c. for the 
technical. Demand has been excellent 
all around and neither grade was to be 
Shad in any volume. Some makers were 
completely sold up on contract. The 
lower prices for phenol make the cur- 
rent prices for salicylic less attractive 
than in the past, and it would not be 
surprising if there was some falling 
off in the volume of inquiries for 
salicylic. At the moment, makers have 
done well on contracts and there were 
only moderate supplies of acid around. 
The resale market has been lightly 
supplies for some weeks now and 
especially technical was short.

SULFANILIC.—Was weak and dull 
and 18c, to 20c. per pound.

ORTHO NITRO PHENOL.—Con- 
tinued declines in pheno] have affected 
the tone. It may be reasonably ex- 
pected that stocks will increase now 
that that material is more abundant 
and also cheaper. At times, it has been 
extremely difficult to locate stocks of 
this intermediate. The market last 
week was quiet and supplies were nar- 
rowly held, but were easier at $1.30 to 
$1.35 per pound. 

PARA-NITRO-PHENOL.—Was also 
easier in tone, due to the position of 
phenol. Stocks continued restricted, 
but some scattered inquiry was in evi- 
dence. The price was 65c. to 70c. per 
pound for the most part, and prokably 
would have been shaded somewhat de- 
spite the narrow supplies, due to the 
paucity of buying. 

PARA-NITRO-TOLUENE. — Sales 
were noted at 55c. to 60c. per pound. 
Demand was irregular, and the market 
weak in tone at the lower price. 

PA RA-PHENYLENEDIAMINE. 
No demand was noted for this inter- 
mediate, and the price has slumped 
somewhat as a result of ‘the dullness. 
Demand should be in some evidence 
at the present time, and factors were 
hopeful that it would improve shortly.

Pitch in Demand in Britain 
WASHINGTON, July 12, 1923. 

The use of pitch for road-making in 
the United Kingdom has led to an in- 
crease in the consumption of that com- 
modity, and as a consequence the price 
has risen lately to such an extent that 
there is a market for American pitch for 
the purpose of making briquettes, or ‘‘pat- 
ent fuel,” American Trade Commissioner 
Alexander V. Dye reports from London to 
the Department of Commerce, 

Something over 100,000 tons of pitch a 
year is used in the briquette industry in 
the United Kingdom, it is reported, and 
there will probably be an increase in de- 
mand for it in road-making as well, and 
it is believed that the American product 
would find a large market,

Last week was quite 
he poorest in point of trading of any 
his year, and there was nothing to in- 
ficate there would be any improve- 
ment in the situation in the near fu- 
ure. Makers of bichromates them- 
elves do not anticipate much change 
n conditions until after the middle of 
ugust. There is always a slump in 
he summer, and while it has been 
smewhat delayed this year, the in- 
pyitable period of depression is felt 
o have set in at last. Export demand 
or bichromates has fallen off as much 
ns domestic demand, so that from all 
angles the market presented a forlorn 
pppearance. Production of bichromates 
has been much curtailed—plants of 
eading makers were not operating at 
uch more than 50 per cent.—but, nev- 
theless, even this small production 
as been only partially absorbed. 
Prussiates appeared to have reached 
he bottom, At least, prices were not 
preatly lower last week than during 
he previous period. In view of the 
act that replacement prices of the 
potash salt are still 2c. under the spot 
arket, it is inevitable that spot prices 
decline until the gap is closed. In the 
ase of soda, the spot market is under 
eplacement costs. Resale lots have 
old at less than domestic producers 
have offered, although they are desper- 
ately trying to move their goods by 
utting prices.

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had. Most of it has been used in the 
oil industry in refining and cracking 
processes, and the use in textile mills 
is undoubtedly decreasing. There is 
a number of chemicals that used to be 
largely used in the textile trades that 
more recent and expeditious methods 
of preparing goods have superseded. 
Quotations on the chloride were from 
3c. to 4c. per pound for the 35 per 
cent. 

ANTIMONY SALTS.—Imported ma- 
terial was offered freely in various 
directions at 22c. per pound. Demand 
was irregular and confined to small 
parcels exclusively. Domestic makers 
have not been doing anything in the 
65 per cent. salt for some time, and 
were nominally holding at 28c. per 
pound at works, although it was ad- 
mitted no sales have been made in re- 
cent weeks at that price or anything 
near it. Demand for salts has naturally 
decreased on account of the lower rate 
of operation that has been in evidence 
in practically all the textile mills since 
the middle of June. It is not expected 
the market will show much recovery 
before the end of August. 

POTASH, BICHROMATE.—Makers 
have again reduced the price and were 
quoting at 10%c. to lle. per pound. 
This was due to the abrupt slump in 
demand. Last week was the dullest 
week so far this summer. There was 
nothing at the close of it to indicate 
that the following one would be any 
better. Consumption has fallen off to 
a great extent, and the movement was 
even poorer than at this time last year. 
So small was the demand that plants 
were being operated only fractionally 
their capacity. Even then makers 
could not find an outlet for their stocks. 
Textile and leather trades have shut 
down to a great extent for the summer, 
and it is not expected there will be 
much improvement in conditions in 
those industries until after the middle 
of August. The export situation has 
fallen off also, and from both angles, 
the domestic and the foreign, the mar- 
ket presented the least inspiring out- 
look that has been seen this year. 
However, it is regarded that the slump 
is only seasonable and cannot be pro- 
longed beyond the summer months. 

POTASH, PRUSSIATE.—Small lots 
sold at 34%c. per pound last week. 
Some sellers have quoted at 33%c. per 
pound, and the market did not seem 
firm at any level. Supplies were rather 
widely scattered, although not ex- 
cessive as to volume. The lower re- 
placement prices that have been offered 
by some of the importers have not 
been without depressing influence on 
the spot situation. The absence of 
any large buyers also affected the tone. 
There would be days when there were 
no inquiries even for this textile chem- 
ical. The position of some holders was 
unfortunate, inasmuch as they were 
not in sufficiently sound financial shape 
to be able to hold on to their stocks, 
but were trying to liquidate as quickly 
as possible. And in a market like that 
of the present to do so means to cut 
the prices. Importers offered ship- 
ments at 32c. per pound c.i.f., but there 
has been little buying and few cared 
to take on shipments at the present 
time. The red prussiate was without 
feature. Prices were practically nomi- 
nal in view of the lack of trading, 
quoted from 65c. to 70c. per pound. 


SODA, BICHROMATE.—The market 
was rather easier in tone than previ- 
ously, and makers were not averse to 
cutting off %c. here and there on a 
transaction. Trading on the whole 
was poor and the market presented 
about the dullest aspect it has worn 
since the beginning of the year. Makers 
were asking from 8c. to 8%c. per 
pound. Dull as the market was, how- 
ever, it was not quite as bad as in the 
potash salts. Production was much 
reduced and plants of leading makers 
were operating only fractionally their 
capacity. It was estimated that pro- 
duction in some quarters was hardly 
60 per cent. of capacity. The lack of 
demand which has been most pro- 
nounced the past week will hardly en- 
courage any increase, as factors have 
not been able to dispose of all their 
output as it is. The textile industries 
are running at a very low capacity at

SODA, HYDROSULPHITE.—Was in 


hardly any demand last week. Spot 
stocks were extremely small, as do- 
mestic production is not great and 


there was no imported being offered by 
the dealers. The price was too high 
to encourage them to bring it in; be- 
sides, demand was limited. There are 
only a few consumers in this country 


of any quantity. Some of these im- 
port their own directly from abroad, 
saving in that way. Quotations on 


domestic were 50c. to 52c. per pound. 
This was the stripping grade. 


SODA, HYPOSULPHITE. — There 
were no changes in quotations last 
week. Imported material was. still 


plentiful and was offered by the deal- 
ers at low prices. Domestic producers 
have been moving goods on contract in 
fair volume and the market appeared 
in good shape. Stocks were not large 
and demand was maintained to a sat- 
isfactory extent. The ordinary crystals 
were $2.50 to $3.25 per 100 pounds; pea 
crystals, $2.75 to $3.50, and granular, 
$3 to $3.75. 

SODA, PRUSSIATE.— The market 
was very weak. Trading was practi- 
cally at a standstill. None of the lead- 
ing sellers reported any business of 
consequence and the market was char- 
acterized as the poorest since the be- 
ginning of the year. Spot stocks were 
in some volume and there were weak 
holders, which made almost any price 
possible. Some of these holders were 
faced by the necessity of raising cash 
quickly, and to that end were trying to 
get. rid of goods, quoting low prices, 
and then shading them when the pos- 
sibility of an order presented. Quota- 
tions were given from 14c. to 14%c. 
per pound. Down to 13%c. was consid- 
ered possible on actual business. Do- 
mestic producers were asking 15%%c., 
having come down %c, from previous 
levels, but were not getting orders. 
These prices were considerably lower 
than foreign mA&terial was available for 
importation here. Shipments were in- 
side at l5c. c.if., with possibly an im- 
porter shortselling the market and of- 
fering somewhat less. 

TURKEY RED  OIL.—Unchanged 
and rather quiet, the market presented 
nothing of interest. Prices were steady, 
with 50 per cent. at 8c. to 9c. per pound, 
and 75 per cent. at 12c. to 13c. 


Natural Dyestuffs 


ALBUMEN.—Conditions in this sec- 
tion have not altered greatly in recent 
weeks. The market has not been ac- 
tive and trading has been along very 
limited lines, thoroughly routine in 
character and buying confined to small 
lots. Spot stocks were small at best 
and prices naturally remained firm, as 
there was no way as yet of replacing 
these spot stocks should they become 
exhausted before the advent of the new 
Chinese crop, which will be some 
months yet. The market has been 
sparsely stocked since the beginning of 
the year. Some of the larger importers 
confessed their shelves bare of goods, 
while others had only small stocks left 
en hand, and for these they were ask- 
ing high prices. The technical was 
even more difficult to obtain than the 
edible and prices for it were practically 
nominal. It was possible to secure the 
edible at $1.10 to $1.15 per pound. The 
technical was named at 95c. to $1. 
Blood grades have not been moving any 
too well either in recent weeks and the 
market was less firm than in the past. 
Stecks were not widely distributed, 
however, and replacement costs on im— 
ported were such as to keep prices at 
fairly high levels. Quotations ranged 
from 45c, to 55c. per pound. 

ANNATTO. — Seed continued as 
scarce as ever, and it is now certain 
that there will be only limited stocks 
available during the balance of the 
year. Quotations were firm under the 
circumstances, and it was thought that 
any demand would have forced prices 
to higher levels. As it was, there was 
little demand and prices were un- 
changed from the previous week. Spot 


stocks were held in only one direction, 
the shortage of 


or at most two, and 
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stocks in the primary market has made 
the further importation of seed ex- 
tremely doubtful. Factors! do not ex- 
pect that much will come to hand 
henceforth, as practically all that was 
available for export from the Southern 
centers has already been distributed. 
The price of spot seed was from 13%c. 
to 14c. per pound. The fine was held 
at 33c. to 35c. per pound. It was not 
in much volume either, but stocks were 
relatively better than in seed and de- 
mand was small. 

COCHINEAL.—Spot stocks were in 
good volume. Importers were carrying 
larger stocks than at this time last 
year. These stocks were the result of 
the exceedingly good demand of the 
early spring, which was so heavy that 
importers were induced to bring in 
much more cochineal than during the 
previous year. Sales were greater than 
ever, and it was thought that consump- 
tion in this country was increasing. 
The past few months has seen com- 
paratively little buying of cochineal, 
but ‘prices held steady despite that. 
Consumers were thought to have cov- 
ered their immediate requirements and 
were not in the market on that ac- 
count. There has been routine buying 
of small lots. Factors anticipate a good 
demand in the early fall, and the pres- 
ent dullness has not had any effect on 
the tone. Prices for both the Tene- 
riffe and the gray black remainéd un- 
changed at 32c. to 33c. per pound in 
bags. The rosy black grade was to be 
had only rarely on spot. There has 
been little imported during the year, 
because consumers did not favor that 
variety, and importers found it imprac- 
tical to stock it. A nominal price of 
35c. per peund prevailed. 

CUTCH.—Borneo was quoted at 
4l%4c. to 4% c. per pound on spot, with 
some importers willing to see at 44c, 
in the case of good sized orders. Stocks 
have increased in recent weeks and the 
market was no longer tight on that 
score. The increase in stocks came at 
a time when demand was slackening, 
and the market has been easy in tone 
as the result. Selling at 4%4c. per 
pound, as has been done in some in- 
stances, did not allow for any profit 
to the importer. That was considered 
better than waiting until conditions 
improved, as storage charges and other 


expenses mounted too rapidly to be 
pleasing. This is an inactive time of 
year for this tanning material. Silk 


mills have bought some, but ‘tanneries 
were taking hardly at all. The ship- 
ment price on Borneo was 3i4c. c.if., 
and it was understood that a number 
of the larger consumers, had already 
contracted for supplies over the bal- 
ance of the year on that price basis. 
The rangoon grade has not been ob- 
tainable regularly in this market for 
over a year. There has been too little 
demand to make it worth while to im- 
port it. The price was entirely nom- 
inal] at 13c. to 14c, per pound. 
DEXTRINE. There were no 
changes in the quotations of the do- 
mestic refiners of dextrines. The mar- 
ket was hardly as firm as a week ago, 
and demard has shown some tendency 
to recede. The ordinary yellow dex- 
trine was quoted at $3.84 to $4.16 per 
100 pounds; while the British gum was 
$4.14 to $4.41. Stocks were in adequate 
volume, although some plants were not 
running. The potato dextrines pre- 
sented little of interest. Importer has 
been quite steady in tone, but the posi- 
tion of the markets abroad indicated 
that higher prices would prevail on 
shipments henceforth. Domestic was 
not -abundant and was neglected by 
consumers The imported was not 
bought in much volume. Prices were 
7l4c. to 8c. per pound for domestic; 
and 7%c. to 8c. for foreign. 
DIVI DIVI.—Importations 
divi into the United States 
amounted to 9,610,819 pounds. This 
was an increase of something like 3 
million pounds over the previous year, 
but much less than in 1918, when some- 
thing over 22 millions was imported. 
The slump in impurtations can be at- 
tributed to the more easily obtained 
tanstuffs and dyestuffs which were 
then off the market. The market at 
the momént was inactive and without 
feature. This was due to the natural 
slump in activities on the part of the 
regular consuming industries, who do 
not operate so éxtensively in midsum- 
mer; and also to the fact that it is 
an in-between season as far as the ma- 
terial itself is concerned. The new crop 
has not appeared on the market as 


of divi 
in 1922 


yet, and the old crop has been pretty 
well exhausted. Buyers do not want 
old goods when new will be along in a 
few weeks. Quotations were from $38 
to $40 per ton. 
GAMBIER.—The spot market was 
not active. The tone continued easy, 
with stocks in better volume than in 
the past, and dealers were anxious to 
dispose of them and consequently will- 
ing to shade the prices somewhat when 
prospects of a sale under those condi- 
tions presented itself. There has not 
been a great deal imported, and the 
primary markets did not appear to be 
any too well stocked. It appeared 
likely that shipments over the balance 
of this year would be rather lighter 
than is customary. There was a real 
shortage of material for shipment from 
primary points earlier in the spring, 
which resulted in the spot market be- 
coming practically depleted of stocks. 
Prices. then advanced tremendously, 
but the advance has not been very well 
sustained. Quotations last week were 
from 8c. to 8c. per pound for the 
common grade; and 9c. to 944c. for the 
plantation. These two grades were to 
be had on spot. Singapore cukes were 


not. There has been a persistent de- 
mand for this grade, but there has 
been none imported and it was im- 


possible to get any for shipment. The 
last price heard was 16¥c. cif. A 
small shipment came to hand over a 
month ago and sold at 18c. per pound 
at Boston, since which time none has 
come to hand. Inquiry for this grade 
continued and there was little doubt 
a shipment would have been dispersed 
quickly, even at the 18c. price. 

INDIGO.—The market was nominal 
and so were prices. Two grades were 
available on spot, neither of which 
have sold for months. The seller asked 
85c. to 90c. per pound for Madras; and 
$1.30 for Manila. The market is ab- 
solutely dead. There does not appear 
to be any chance of it assuming even 
a ghost of its former activity and no 
one will carry it in stock. The increase 
in sales of synthetic indigo have gradu- 
ally ousted the natural, even in the 
Orient. 

MADDER.—Dutch was to be had in 
a limited way on spot. Demand was 
irregular and poorly muintained, and 
there have been few sales to base 
prices on.

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Importation of honey bees from all 
countries save Canada has been pro- 
hibited by Second Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General Henderson. This action 
was forced by the widespread preva- 
lence among bees of what is known 
as the Isle of Wight disease. Canada 
was exempted from the order because 
of the fight being waged against the 
disease in that country. 


A new law that goes into effect in 
Pennsylvania the first of next year 
provides that, in the case of mineral or 
chemical salts, including nitrate of 
soda, sulphate of ammonia, muriate of 
potash, sulphate of potash, intended 
or sold for agricultural purposes, the 
sacks or other containers shall have 
printed thereon the words: “Poisonous 
to live stock.” 


An extensive report on the market 
for vegetable oils, oilseeds and allied 
products at Antwerp, Belgium, during 
April, 1923, has been sent to the De- 
partment of Commerce by Consul 
George S. Messersmith, Antwerp, Bel- 
gium, and may be made available to 
those interested by referring to file No.

According to a notice issued by the 
tovernor of Tanganyika, importation 
of narcotics into the territory by parcel 
post is prohibited. This bans the 
entry of opium, morphine, heroine, co- 
caine, or articles containing such 
drugs, unless the drugs are in the form 
of a recognized medicinal preparation 
and the fact that the parcel contains 
such drugs is stated on the outside 
thereof. 


Montana contributed 29,767,479 
pounds of lead to the country’s output 
in 1922, compared with 20,366,917 
pounds in 1921, according to recent 
compilations by the U. 8S. Geological 
Survey. Montana’s production of re- 
coverable zine last year totaled 119,- 
069,818 pounds, compared with 23,275,- 
966 pounds in 1921. Silver Bow county 
produced 118,600,000 pounds of the 
state’s output of zinc and over 20,000,- 
000 pounds of the lead. 


All persons other than chemists on 
the Isle of Man are required to take 
out a license for the sale of poisonous 
substances to be used exclusively in 
agriculture or horticulture for the de- 
struction of insects, fungi or bacteria, 
or as sheep dips or weed killers which 
are noisonous by reason of their con- 
taining arsenic, tobacco or the alka- 
loids of tobacco. This regulation was 
ordered by the Lieutenant-Governor of 
the Isle of Man under the pharmacy 
and dangerous drugs act of 1923. 


Dr. A. S. McAllister, engineer physi- 
cist, Bureau of Standards, who during 
the past two years has_ been Maison 
officer of the bureau and the Federal 
Specifications Board, assigned to the 
headquarters of the American Engin- 
eering Standards Committee in this 
city, has been recalled to Washington 
for special work, by Secretary Hoover, 
of the Department of Commerce.
